The historical town of Soringapatam was Lho scene of one 
ofthe most brilliant achievomonts of British arms in India. 
The fall of Seringnpatam was an ovonl which had no amall 
influence in moulding tho destinies of British power there, Jts 
capture was the firat grent feat, which brought homo to tho 
Nativo powers, the invinoibilily of British arms, and lod to 
the euccossivo victories which brought under British rule 
e utless Provinces and Nationalities from the Himalayas to 
Capo Comorin. Great as were tho results of this achiovomont 
trom a military point of view, it is in its moral aspects that ib 
must remain evor dear to ovory British heart—in putting 
down an intolerablo usurpation aud restoring an ancient 
dynasty to its legitimate position—for the British stood forth 
ag the vindicators of moral law and order and as the friond 
of tha dofenceloss, against the tyranny of bho opprossor, A 
place with the associations of Seringapatam cannot thorofore 
fail to intorest tho tiavollor, 

The town rapidly decayod after its aapturo by the British 
by tho removal of tho soat of tho Linda Governmont to Mynovo, 
and was again almost deserted 8 fow yonrs ago, Few oan 
now recognize in tho presont town, the glorious dosoriptions 
of Envopean travellers of tho last contury. Since tha oponing 
of the Railway, tho health of the town has improvod and its 
conveniont position and vopnlod sanotity aro abtracting many 
now inhabitants to i, Onr forvont hopo is, that nudor tho 

rosoné bonoficont Rulo it may rogain its formor oolobrity and 
importanco without any of its uncnviable nolorioly, 

Tho following notos avo writton to aorvo as gnido to tho 
numorons visitors to the Capital of tho lato Massalmon dynasty, 
No originality is olaimod for them, bub my ondeavour has beon 
to interest visitors with tho groal historical and traditional 
importanco of the difforont parts of this smallisland. If T 
have suocceded in achivving a fair measuro of suevegs in this, 
I shall consider it a sufliviont compensation for tho smilo that 
may be provoked by my attompts at composition and com. 
pilation in a foreign language.

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CHAPTER I. 


INTRODUCTORY. 


Loft behind, not only by tho political wavos Jub 
by tho tido of lifo and social progress, aro tivo liltlo 
towns on an island surrounded by tho holy Canvory, 
Seringapatam and Ganjam,—more properly known as 
Sriungapatna and Shahar Ganjam. 


Tho island of Soringapatam formed by tho 
branches of the Canvery is situated in 12° 25’ N. Lint. 
ayd 76° 43’ B, Long. tt is about 8! mnlos in lengths 

sand ig of an unequal breadth bomg about 14 miles ab 
its widest part. ‘Tho hoight of the spot is about 2,888 
foeb vbove the level of tho sea. ‘The island is about 
2,775 acros in extont, Tt is said, that during the reign 
of Tippu Sultan, tho island of Seringapatam and tte 
suburbs containod a population of 5,00,000 souls which 
was roduced to 1,50,000 in L800, 81,895 in 18LL, whon 
the British Military Dload-Quartors and Avsonul, were 
removed {0 Bangalore; in 1887 tho placo was ontirely 
dosortod as a Military garrison owing lo its unhoalthi- 
ness. According to tho lntest census the population 
has beon roduced to 12,560 inhabitants,

The fort of Soringapatam and Shahar Ganjam 
woro large and populous towns in tho days of Tippu 
Sullan; thoy are now in a dilapidated condition, and 
aro the hot bods of sickness owing to dofectivo drai- 
nuge, This is now being matorially romodied by the: 
offorts of the Govornmont anil the Municipality. Tha 
cliniato is insalubrions, gqrinininting foyer, aud cholora 
troquently breaks oul in tho islund, 
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Tho fort of Soringapatam (City of Tloly Runga) 
is situated at tho uppor ov wosborn ond of the island, 
Tho plan of the fort isan ivrogular pertiagon, about , 
ono mile in length, threo-quartors of a milo in breadth, 
and two anda half miles in circumference. It con- 
stains about 240 acres of Jand, ‘The fort is large and 
-contains abdut 1,800 houses with 5,414 inhabitants, \ 


Tho town of Ganjam, (personal treasury, or oily 
‘of prosperity) is situated at ‘tho lower-or tho enatorna \ 
end of the island. It was founded and colonizod by 
Nabob Lydor Ali Khan, with the deported inhabitants 
‘of Sira and othor places and was onco a very prosp- 
erous cily. It has now dwindlod down to a vory syaall 
town, consisting of 2,200 houses and 7,146 inhabitants. 


Seringapatam which was twice besieged hy the 
English within the last 100 yoars, is now a molanchaly. 
wreck at tho foet of her powerful assailants ; its mighty 
fortifications havo crumbled down under tho poworful 
arms of the daring sons of an island far away, and ihe 
hoary hand of timo is tolling on ils vast and tnfinished 
mass of work. In tho days of Tippu, otherwiso kiown 
as tho “ Tigor of Mysoro,” it was crowned with mili- 
tary glory, and its very namo was a watchword of 
torror in Southern India, Pyincos and kings wore 
Aled with awo ab tho mighty conquesls ib achioved. 
It carried dovastation to the very gates of Madras, 
Ti has sucgosstully oncowntored British arms on tho 
batile fiold. Lt has dictated terms of peaco to tho 
English undor the very wallg of Madras! 


Though this Babylon of Southorn India is now 
mouldoring to dust, naked and poworless, its glory 
doparlod, its redouhis dostroyod, its mighty ramparts 
dismantlod and its trenches filled np, thero still re; 
mains cnough to rendor ib an ghject of wonder and awe 
to those who are so fortunate as to visit ib,

Tho oaly history of Soringapatam is involvod in 
obscurity, for no roliablo records of the placo aro 
‘available. ‘Ten conturios ago it was a thick junglo, 
where boasts of proy and wild deer roamed’ about 
among the woods, the bushes and’ the grassy plains, 
and the sound of human voico was unknown. 


Soringapatam dorives its namo from a TTindu tom~ 
plo dedicated to Vishnu; under tho name of Srirange 
or the city of holy Ranga, ‘This templo is said 1a have 
beon first built by a Brahman named Thimmanna in: 
894, A. D, 


As a proof of the antiquity of this tomplo, it is 
called “Tho Adi Runga”or“Original Runge” or“ Anciont 
Ruriga.”” Shiva Samudva is namod:* Madya Rung” ov 
“ Medieval Runga” or “ Rimga of middle ages,” Svi 
Rungum is named * Anbya Runge” or “latest Runga” 
or “Modern Runga.”’ 


Tradition says that at a timo far boyond Iwnar 
recollection, thore oxisted on tho island two little in- 
significant villagos sallod Tosahalli and Angarhalli. In 
one of them lived a woman namo Lombi, whoso cathle 
grazod in tho forest known as Angaragida Kadw in 
tho wostern part of tho island, and through hor 
assistanco the Brahman ‘Liramalayas a pupil disciple of 
Gautam Mahamuni, in commomoration of tho sojoun 
of that august saint in this part of Southorn “India, is 
said to have built tho original tomplo (Mulasthanam ov 
Garbasthanam) wider a shitly Anyara treo adjoining a 
large ant hill, where ho is said to havo rocoived his 
mystical instructions from thal holy sag. Tirumalaya 
is said to havo used Angara wood in the buildings 
which is presorved ovon to tho prosent day. While 
the Brahmin was ongagod in building this tomplo, ho 
is said to have discovored tho imago of Sriranga, lying 
in the old ant hill and to which ho consecrated the 
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tomplo, A cave dn tho northern banks of the Gauverys 
where it branches out to form tho island, is still 

. pointed out as tho one long oceupied by that loly saye. 
Tho tomplo is of groab colebrity und seoms to heave & 
prior and romotor antiquity than the city ilsolf. 'Mhe 
down was built in honour of Sriranga near the temple, 
and was namod after the templo and in honour of 
that god, 


All the alluvial lands lying on either side of thy 
Cauvery wore granted as a prosont to Ramanujachari 
yar and his followers by Vishnu Yorti Ballula Ray 
alias Vishnu Vardhana Rayain 1050 A, D., in conty 
sideration of the service renderod by that saint in 
exorcising a female dovil (called 'Tonor or Brahma 
Rakshasi) of which tho king’s danghtor is said to havo 
been possossed, ‘Tho followers of Ramanujachariyar 
appear to haye enjoyod tho sole possession of all tho 
lands round about. The island of Scringapalam, for 
nearly four centuries, was subjoct to no other control 
but that of their own horeditary priests or gurus. 
Under the sway of this little religious band, glittering 

, towors and fino largo buildings sprang into oxistence, 
and the templo rose into importanco and grandenr. 
Tho glorious magnificenco of the temple, with all its 
glittoring minarets and towers and tho rising impor- 
danco of this little vosort of the followors of the great 
apostlo of the Vaishnawail sect, $o0m 10 havo atiracted. 
tho joalousy of the rulers of tho Vijayanagar funily, 
who sought to divest thom of tho privilogo which thoy 
had heretofore beon enjoying. 


A. D. 1510 soems to be the probable date whon 
Krishna Rayalti, tho ruling sovercign at Vijayanagar, 
took possession of the island and sent his Vicoroy to 
rule over the place the and surrounding country. From 
1610 the Viccroy and his successors ruled ovyor the 
island, greatly improved the place, and built a small 
fort for the first timo, 
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In 1564, the confederate Muhammadan princes of 
tho:Deocan overfhrow the royal house of Vijayanagar, 
and Rama Rayalu, the 7th of the royal family, was 
killed on tho banks of tho Mvishna in the confest 
From the time of his death, the destruction of the 
Vijayanagar kingdom commenced, but Seringapatan 
bemg far away on the confines of that catensive king- 
dom, docs not seem to have beon affected by the over- 
throw of the paramount power. his little dopen- 
dency keph up its rogal authority till 1610, until the 
last of its Viceroy, ‘irumala Rayalu alias Sri Ranga 
Rayalu, worn ott by age, broken down by disease aud 
feeling greatly distressod al having no issue or near 
relative to maintain the contiunity of his royal house, 
retired from tho cares and anxioties of his govern- 
mort to Talkad, whoro ho spent the romaindor of his 
days in erecting temples in honour of various gods. ,

THE RAJAS OF MYSORE. 


In A. D, 1610 Raja Wadior assumoil possession 
of Soringapatam, then vacated hy ono of his poworful 
rivals, and mado ib the capital ol his Tililo stato. Pro. 
vious to tho acquisition of Soringapalam, ho was a 
petty chiof ruling over somo thirty-two principal 
villagos, 


Raja Watlior was, succooded in 1618 by his son 
Chama Raja Wadior, who appears to have beon a vi- 
gorous rulor. Tfo is said fo havo extended his king- 
dom on all sides and to have improved tho ald Lort of 
Seringapatam. Another account says that ho was tho 
first to build a small fort on the island, tho oast Lace 
of which intorsoctod tho prosent fort in a lino with 
Tippu’s palace. To mado somo adilitions to tho Sri 
ranganathaswam}’s pagoda, Immadiraja Wadicr (1688) 
was poisoned by his Ministor and diod without issuo, 
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The throne was then offered to Kanthirava Naran 
Raja Wadicr (1688) who was of a warlike spirit. lt was 
during his reign that the place was improved and tho 
fort of Scringapatam greatly altercd and strongthened. 
Tle organized a regular systony of administration and 
established a mint, from which wore issnod the goldgn 
fonan, stil current and known as Kanthirnva varaha 
(pagoa), He built the palace known as Kanthivava 
Narast Raja’s palaco andthe pagoda of Narasimha- 
swamt, ITe mado several conquests, and added Madda~ 
giri, assan, Belur, Oossoor and Bangalora to his 
kingdom. He was celebrated for his personal courage 
and strongth, and is said to have vanquished tho Raja 
of 'Prichifopoly in a single combat brought about by a 
challenge the latter sent to lim, 


» During the reign of Dodda Deva Raja Wadiox 
(1659) tho stato assumed sufficient impoytance in 
Southern India to attract attention. 


Chikka Dova Raja Wadicr (1674) colobrated for 
his bravery and generosity raised Mysore to the dignity 
ofa kingdom. ‘Tho great irrigation canal known as 
Chikka Dova Raja Sagar Nullab in the vicinity of” 
Seringapatam, and tho bridgo over the southorn branch 
of the Cauvery wore constructed during this sove- 
veign’s reign in 1690. Ho greatly oxtended his kingdom 
and added Kadur and Vastara. In ono day, he 
captured nine forts and such an amount of wealth that 
he was dosignated—Nuvu Koti Narayana or “nino 
crores Narayana.” ‘The Kmporor of Delhi, honing 
of his fame, ednferrod on him the title of Raja Jagga 
Dova. Iie made several revenue regulations and other 
laws, which were altorwards looked upon as models 
for the conduet of every doparlment of the stato. 


Kanthirava Raja Wadior (1704) was born deaf 
and dumb dnd was only a sovereign inname Ile 
vuled 12 years, 
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Ib was during tho reign of Dodda Krishna Raja 
Wailior that Dalavayi Dova Raja hocaine a prominent 
«figuro in the administration of the country, monopoli- 
zing all real power and leaving bub an emply title to 
tho king. - 

On tho death of Dodda Krishna Raja Wadier, his 
successor Cham Raja Wadior (1788) was deposed by 
tho Dalavayi Dova Raja who made him prisoner and 
after treating him with great indignity, sontoncod him 

* doa cruol death at Kopaldrug, 


Chikka Krishna Raja Wadier, (1786) was placod 
‘on the throno by tho Minister rulor, Deva Raja Ars, 
who was still Ministor, and his brother Nanja Raja Ars 
was Sarvadhikareor Commander-ju-Chie!. Tho ma- 
nagement of the kingdom was intho hands of {hese 
two Ministers, 


Dalavayi Dova Raja Ars was in powor till 1756, 
and Nanja Raja Ars held powor till 1761, Dindigal 
and Doyanhall wore added to the kingdom. 


In tho army of Nanja Raja Ars, thero was a 
young man by namo Ifydor Naik, son of Katte Maho- 
mod of Kolar, flo was born in 1701 A. Do (1114 IL) 
at Kolav, 


Hyder Ali oxchanged his poacoful lilo of a shop- 
herd on tho heights of Kolar for that of a warrior and 
took sorvico at an advancod age in tho amy of the Dala- 
vayi Nanja Raja Avs as a troopor. Mis first oxploit was 
against tho Poloygar of Doyanhalli (near Bangalore.) 
Ilts daring exploits hore and clsowhere attracted the 
notico of tho Dalavai, Who mado him tho Commandor 
of the Cavalry with permission to add to ils numbor, 
Plundor and ravage were tho ordor of tho day. Tho 
leader who sccurod most plandor had most fol- 
lowors, So Ilyder Ali, first by small acts of daring 
robbery and then by greater exploits followed by still 
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groater advontures, ullimatoly raisod himself to a 
very high position. ‘This attracted tho jevlousy of the 
Dalayai Nanja Raja andtho Chiof Ministor Khando. 
Rao, who sent secret emissarivs to assassinate ITydor. 
Ilyder, however, escaped to Bangalore and: collecting 
his followers, besieged Nanja Raja in Mysore and took 
him and Khande Rao prisoners, Khande Rao was/ 
rigorously treated, confined ina small cage and fod 
with milk and fruits. 


From 1761, JIyder Ali Khan Bahadur was the 
yeal ruler of the country, the old Raja being kept as 9, 
state prisoner. When the latter died in 1766, ILydon 
Ali placed His son Nanja Raja Wadior on tho throne. 
Nanjaraja lost his life in lis intigues against Hydor 
Ali and was succecded*by his bréther Cham Raja 
Wadier in 1771. : 72% 


Chama Raja Wadier (1771) died childless in 
1775. ‘The story of the manner in which ITyder Ali 
selected his successor is worthy of mention. Tt appears 
that he collected all tho children of tho royal family 
and threw a heap of toys among thom, One of the, 
princes, Chama Raja Wadior, took upadapgor. He 
was considered the fittost for tho throne! and mado 
king accordingly. ‘ 


Chama Raja Wavinr (1777) diod of small-pox, 
in 1795, leaving lis Ranis and a child 2 years’ old, 
who had proviously lost his mother." At tho death of 
the Raja in 1795, Tippu plundered tho palaco and 
stripped it of all its jowelsrand ornaments, and confin- 
of tho Ranis and the infant Maha Raja within tho pro- 
cinets of the palace. Thero they remained confined 
till the day of Tippu’s death, 


Tyder Ali Khan for a long tte had suffored from 
the painful complaint of a cancer in tho back, tho vio- 
loueo of which hadbeon much sugmentod by the fatigues 
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of three successivo campaigns, Tn iho month of No« 
vember 1782, the symptoms of this cdisordor increasing, 
he retired from the tumults of a camp to tho city of 
Arcot, whore on the 4th Docomber, 1782, (1st of Mo- 
haram FH. 1196) ho torminated his oarthly carcor, aged 
80 years. JJis death was for sovoral days kopt a pro- 
found scoret and the body was privately sont away by 
night on tho road to Siva, By their taking this ronto 
it was probably tho intontion of his Lrionds to have 
him buried noar his father at Kolar; but by the diroc« 
tion of his son Tippu Sultan, tho body was convoyod 
to Seringapatam and buried with much pomp under a 
magnificent mausoleum in tho '* Lal-Bagh.” Tlo was 
a prince of great abilitios and vrosolution. Io reduced 
all places of importance and all hill forts in Southern 
Tudia, and ruled Mysore for 21 years. 


IIe was succeeded by his son Tippu Sultan who 
was born on the 19th Novembor,1749,(20th Zilhnj 1163 
H.) at Dovanhalli. In 1798, Tippu greatly added to 
the fortifications of Soringapatam, built an innor lino 
of works and strongthonod tho fortross by throwing up 
high cavaliors and cutting tronchos through tho voeks. 
No fell in tho sioge of 1799 whilo foreing his way 
through a narrow sully port into tho inner Lortifientions. 


Aftor the subvorsion of tho Muhamadan dynasty 
of Mysoro by tho British in1799, bho Vindu family of 
Mysore was once morg raised to tho musnad of its an- 
costors. Maha Raja Krishna Raja Wadiyr (tho infant 
who had heen maltroated by Tippu) was placed on the 
throne in Juno 1799, and a Rogent in tho person of 
Dewan Purnaiya was appointed to adiminister tho 
affairs of tho Stato during his minority. Dewan Piw- 
naiya hold offico till L810 whon tho Maharaja oxpross- 
ing’ a wish to govorn tho kingdom for himsolf, ho rotivec, 
from public life and settled himsol! at Soringapalam. 


In 1880, owing to internal disscnsions iu the Pro- 
a 
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vince, the Governmont of India took over tho affairs 
of the State iuto their own hands and for the noxt 
half a ceniury the Province was administered by Bri- 
tish officers, 


In March 1881, when Maharaja Chama Rajendra 
Wadiyr Bahadur, « 0, 5, 1, attained his majority the 
administration of the Province again reverted to the 
Mysore Royal Family. In December 1894, our beloved 
sovereign passed away in the prime of life and in the 
midst of a most beneficent and glorious career, and 
his untimely death, which occurred at Calcutta, was 
Jamented as a great national calamity by all his sub- 
jects. 


Tn 1895 he was succeeded by his eldest son H,.H. 
the Maharaja Sri Krishna Raja Wadiyr Bahadur 
under the enlightened guidance of our Sovereign Lady 
H, H, the Maha Rani Regent.

OHAPTER II. 





THE FORT OF SERINGAPATAM, 


This fort is a solid mound of earth with stone 
facings, and has two large gateways and four sally 
ports. 


J The Hastern or Batgalore Gate faces tho Dari- 
ya Daulat Bagh and leads 10 Ganjam, Tippu’s Mauso~ 
teum and the Wellesley bridge. 


If. Whe Southren or Mysore Gate was altered by 
tho English after the siege to divert the road from tlie 
elephant gatoway, whichis now closed, . 1t was built 
by Tippu in 1798,

1, Fhe Bommurn-diddi-bagalu, (or Brahmapura) 
is a sally port im the wost wall, and loads 1o Bommura 
or Sultanpet. ‘ 


2. The Vade-diddi-bagalw is in tho north wall, 
and leads to tho old ford or the Dolhi bridgo ovor the 
Cauvery. 


8. The Krishna-diddi-bagalu is tho gatowgy lead 
ing to the Cauvery north of Sri Ranga’s templo, 


4, Lhe Hole-diddi bagaty is in tho north wall and 
joads to the Cauvery, [i was noar this spob that ‘Tippy 
Sultan’s body was found aftor his death, 


The island was first put into a state of dofoneo by 
the Viceroys of tho Vijayanagar family and aftorwarda 
greatly improvod during tho roign of Kanthirava No- 
rasavaja Wadiyr. ‘ho two walls of tho Tindu fort of 
Seringapatam formed tho outer fortifications of Tippu, 
who also built a third wail, With a view to fortify tho 
wholo island, a fourth wall, Charvi Kille was also 
erected. Tho fortifications oxtonded from tho Daria 
Daulat Bagh 10 tho bridge on the southorn branch of 
tho Canvery, ‘Lippn also strongthonod tho northorn 
face by a lino of outer works to tho north of tho river 
from a point undor tho Kavighat hill, crossing tho rail- 
way lino at '75 niilé to a point 2,000 yards north-woab 
of tho lino, and thonco back 10 tho Cauvory. In 1798, 
Tippu knowing the wonknoss of tho Tindu forb of Sor 
ingapatam against a superior and woll disciplined force 
conducted by Huropean officors, commoncod to con~ 
struct an imor lino of fértifications; for which pur~ 
pose, ho dug savory deop and wide ditch inside tho 
walls of tho fort and partly finished the foundations of 
tho inner wall, Along tho northorn aud. wostorn fncos 
of the fort tho work was noarly comploted, At tha 
north-west angle thoro was a high cavalier, Tt was 
this inner line of fortification which surprised and dis-

couraged the British soldiers for a whilo when they as- 
cended tho summit of the breach in tho ramparts. 
This inner line (consisting of high ramparts and the 
ditch) was demolished and fillod up in 1800 by the 
British (with tho exception of tho cavalier at the north- 
west angle)and the tamarind treos now growing thorcon 
were planted on the site. ‘ 


THe palace of Tippu is a very large building sur- 
rounded by a high stone wall. The only relics of 
thab mighty odifice is a square’ building of stone now a 
depét for sandalwood, ‘Tho olephant gatoway of tho 
palace now stands in silence, and on eithor side of this 
gatoway are placed two olephants out out of black 
stone, , 


The palace of the Mysore Rajas at Seringapatam, 
adjoining the temple of Narasimhaswami, is said to 
havé been first built by the expelled scions or Viceroys 
of the royal house of the Vijayanagar family whon 
they kept up a kind of state for sometime. Kanthi- 
rava Navasa Raja Wadiyr, while groatly adding to the 
old fort of tho Viceroys, rebuilt tho palace after his 
own fashion, and it romainod in use by all the Rajas 
who succeeded him, During tho roign of Tippu, it 
suffered much by having beon stripped of its beat 
ornamonts. In 1800, (2 year aftor the siege) tho building 
was partly demolished and tho materials wero used 
in tho construction, of » palace at Mysore, and its 
enclosure converted into a gun-carriago manufactory. 
Altor the removal of the Brittish garrison in 1887 10 
Bangalore in consequenco wf the unhealthiness of tho 
placo, it was loft a heap of ruins. 

HH, Karisma Raga Wanrrr’s Paraon.—Tho small 
palaco facing the sally port whoro Tippu foll was built 
by the lato Maharaja as a pleasure resort. It is now 
almost in ruins. 


Tho magnificont tomplo of Sriranganathaswami 
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is a stono building of vast dimensions, ‘l'ho originni 
tomplo (Mulastanam) was first built by » Brahman, 
During tho reigns of the Vicoroys and of tho Mysoro 
Rajas, this tomple was groatoly improvod,and tho stato- 
ly stone edifices supported on rows of rude and inolo- 
gant columns were added to the tomple every now and 
then during their administration. The wholo tomple is 
surroundod by a lofty stono-wall, and over tho gateway 
stands a towor-a lofty and hugo mass of workmanship 
crowned with five glittoring brazen kalashas, On oither 
termination aro tho figures of tho lion-hoaded avatar 
of Vishnu, ‘The imago of this god is‘cut out of black 
stono and is reclining on Adisesha, (tho groat serpont), 
on whoso hood the earth is sapposod to rest, as on tho, 
shoulders of Atlas, Tho templo of Srirangaswami 
receives © contribution from tho Government of ly, 
7,180—8—0 por annum, 


The templo of Sriranganathaswami was rosterod 
and tho pinnacles or Kalashas wero rogilt and: ro- 
placed on the towor, H, IT. tho lute Mahpraja of My- 
ford inaugurating the coremony on the oocasion i 
Novembor, 1888. Li would not be out of place horo to 
mention that tho oll Kalashas boro signs of having 
boen shot at by tho troops during tho assault of 1799, 


Tho Utsava Mantapam of tho templo is built for 
the reception of tho doity whon carricd outside tho 
temple whon on procossion days, ‘This is o largo 
stone building supported on high pillars, on tho top of 
which Tippu built his Nagarkhana (band stand.) 


_ Tho Rath or Chariot of this god is of largo propor- 
lions, and carved wilh figures voprosonting tho ton 
‘incarnations of Vishnu and his amours in tho avatar 
of Krishna, 


Tho resorvoix near’tho templo was constructod 
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during the reign of tho Maharaja Krishna Raja Wadior 
Tt is on tho route of the large canal supplying tho town 
with wator. 


A change of the capital in the case of tho Mysore 
Rajas was followod by a change of roligion. From timo 
immemorial, the Wadiyr family of Mysore wore tho fol- 
lowers of the religion of the Jangam, but from the time 
of Raja Wadiyr who changed his capital from Mysore 
to Seringapatam, these Wadiyr princes followed the 
religion of the Srivaishuawail Brahman, Kanthirava 
Navasa Raja Waciyr, while enlarging tho fortifications, 
built a templo and dedicated it to Narasimhaswami, ag 
the guardian god of tho fort. This temple adjoins tho 
old palaco of the Rajas on the cast. The tower whicl» 
once adornad this temple is said to have boen demolish- 
ed in the time of Tippu Sultan. The tomplo of Lakshmi 
Narasimhaswami receives a contribution from Govern~ 
ment of Rs. 1,789—12—0 per annum. 


The temple of Gangadharaswami is dedicated to 
Siva or Iswara This god is known as Gangadhera 
for having Ganga on his head, Tho tomple is noar the 
sally port where Tippu fcll, Tho templo of Gangadha- 
raswami receives from Govornment Rs. 3,026—8—0 
por annum, 


Onan or Masarp-aunart on win Grae Mosqun— 
‘When Kande Rao, the Pradhan or Ministor, plotted ta 
check the growing power of Hyder Ali and the leader 
fled tq Bangalore to escape hig assassins, the minister 
imprisoned Tippu, (then a soy of 7 yoars of age) along 
with Hyder Ail’s zonana in a house near the Ganjam 
gate, facing a Ilindu temple dodicated to Anjanaya. 
Tippu used to play with some Flindu boys in the spaci-, 
ous compound of that templo; whilo so engaged it hap- 
pened one day that a fakir passing that way and seeing 
Tippu, addressed him as follows; “Oh! fortunate child, 
when thou art made king of this country, raze this 
temple to the ground and erect a mosque in “its stead, 
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and futuro generations will honoui thee, and it will 
stand a memorial of theo.” Tippu with a smiling foco 
‘said that whenevor by his blessings ho should be mado 
king he would do so, And when 'Tippu did bocomo 
king, he pulled down the tomplo and a mosque was 
yaised on tho site in 1790, 


This was tho favourite mosquo of Tippu, and was 
the greatest and the last scene of bloodshod within the 
fortification on that momorable 4th of May, 1794. 


Trrro’s Svons or Grawary,—Lhose tottering lolly 
walls now remaining are the only relics of tho hugo 
stores first erected by Kanthirava Narasa Raja Wadiyr 
and completed by Tippu. Thosc granarios wore found, 
immediately after tho sioge of 1799; to bo stored witha 
supply of grain and othor articlos of consumption sufi 
cient for Tippu’s garrison for a period of twelve years, 
This granary is 40 tho sonth of tho templo of Sri Ran- 
ganatha and contained underground vaults for stoving 
gheo, oil, salt, &e. It has now boon levelled to tho 
ground, 


Captain doHavilland of tho Madras Enginoors was 
ttachod to tho garrison of Soringapptam from 1808 to 
1810, Whilo here he erectod an oxporimontal arch: 
The longth of tho span is L12feet, the breadth 4 Loot, 
thickness ab lower end or haunches 6 foot, and at tho 
crown. 8 feet 10 inchos. Tho rigo of the arch is 10 fdot 
ILinchos, Juis supportod ab oithor ond with buitresses 
of stone in chunam. The arch vibratos, and the-vibra- 
tions are felt and seon when*s, man dancos at tho orown, 


The Racket Court noar the Mysoro Gato is built of 
«stone and brick. Tho onclosuro is now converted into 
a lawn-tonnis Court, * 


Thero are twolve powder magaxzinos, build in dil. 
foront places; thoy wero dosipnod and constructed 
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under tho supervision of the Trench Engincors who 
were in the service of Tippu. 


The water gateway (known as the hole-diddi-bagalu) 
is pointed 1 by local tradition as tho place where Tip- 
pu Sultan fell, mortally wounded in the thickness of 
the contest at that narrow dark arch-way, on tho 4th 
of May, 1799. Another account, as advancod by most 
travellers, points to an arch-way in the inner fortifica~ 
tions as the spot where Tippu fell (since destroyed) 
about 100 yards to the right of tho sally port known 
as the holo-diddi-bagalu, : 


Tippu attacked Coloncl Braithwait and his do- 
tachment at Pandalove on the banks of the Coleroon 
ou the 17th February, 1782. The Colonel surrendor- 
ed himself with his detachment tho noxt day from. 
failure in his attempt to retreat He and his men ar. 
rived as prisoners of war at Seringapatam on the 27th 
of March, 1782, 


General Matthews, the gallant defonder of Mang 
alore and Bednore and who was taken a prisoner in 
1788, arrived at Seringapatam on the 25th May, and 
died on the 8th Septembor. It is said that tho Gen- 
eral died suddenly from the effocis of poison adminis- 
tered to him, 


Captain Baird of H. M's. 78rd Regiment was 
taken prisoner along with Colonel Baillie on the 10th 
Soptember, 1780, and atrived in Seringapatam on the 
27th October He was kept as a prisoner at Seringa- 
patam for 8 years and 9 months. He commanded the 
storming party in the assault on the memorablo 4th of . 
May, 1799, 


Captain Baird along with some othor officers 
seems 10 have been confinedin a tilodhouge on the 
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verge of tho parade ground at the northern proioug- 
ations of tho Sultan’s palace, closo to the ontor torti- 
fications. 

Tho grassy plain, exlgnding Irom the wost of 
Tippu’s palace to tho railway lines adjoining the tom- 
plo of Sri Ranganatha, the old palace of the Rajah and 
iho toraple of Navasihaswami to the sonth, was used 
by Wppu, Jor a parade ground. ‘Lo: the west of it 
stood lis coutt house. 


Colonel Baillie, along with somo other officers, is 
sid to have beon confined in a chowltry (now destroy- 
ed) on the parade ground in front of the demolikhed 
palace of the Mysore Rajas. 


The undorground vault opposite tho Railway Office 
and a little to the wost of the sally port known as Kvi- 
shma-diddi on the northern walls of tho Fort, is suid to 
havo been tho place, whoro a number of British solui- 
ous under the tyrant’s roign wers vonfined and subject- 
ed to the greatosl barbarity. Tho stones, with holes in 
tho eontre which aro fixed in tho walls ef the van, are 
said to have beon intended for tho chaining down of 
British prisoners. ‘Besides theso there aro othur vaults 
in tho walls of the fortifications whevo the British 
soldier ig said to have mot with his share of cruelty 
at the tyrant’s hand. . ; 


. A siHORL amDANUROTY AcCOUNT oF TH Burns Pre 
sonurs.-—Tho British offcors and soldiors who wore 
imprisoned in tho Port of eringapatan, were subject- 
od to the most horrible tortures ‘that human wind could 
think of. With most dreadful monaces and most alir- 
ing promises? the officers and men wore asked to om- 
braco Mahamadanism, Some were starved {o give 
their consont, others wero flogged to become prose- 
lytes, aud on pain of death they were all asked to 
ombracu Muhamadanism, to tale service in tho Army 
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and “to teach English disciplino and drill to Maha- 
madan recruits. The officers to a man refused with 
disdain to ombrace tho religion or to take servico in 
the avmy and chose rather to die than teach the Maha- 
madans to fight against théir follow countrymen. Thoy 
‘were then all led group by group to tho school of 
éxercise, under chaing, where, afler boing menaced, in 
the soverest- manner, they were obliged at last to sniffer 
themselves 10 be shaved and were forced to take a 
licavy dose of majim; a little while after, a numbor 
of Kaffirs (the negroes who wero in Tippu’s servico) 
holding them, the Mahamadan hak,ms performed the 
painful operation of circumcision. ‘Their hoads wero 
shaved, They had dungri cloths given them to be worn, 
date mats to sleep on and straw to lic on; rough cots 
wore allowed to somo officers and pials for others, Ab 
times, the officers and men when paradod Leforo the 
kutcheri were fed with boiled rice, grain and ghoo 
mixed with camphor, like horses, in gram bags, and 
their food forced down their throats with dirty water, 
Jt is also said that tho Killedar of Chitaldrug after 
threatening the 17 British officers who had surrendered 
thomselvos along with Cfenoral Matthows at Bednove, 
ina most cruel mannor, administored to thom poison 
whon they asked for drinking water to quench their 
extrome thirst. A list of the prisoners will bo found 
in the Appendix. ; 


Tho Railway authorities ocoupied an old lnilding, 
which adjoins tho temple of Sri Ranganatha to the 
south The building is said to have been the property 
of Mr, Morison, an officor of the Gun Carriago Manu- 
factory, but is now pulled down. , 

The last spiko on the Mysoro Siato Railway was 
dviyen by fl Hf. the Maharaja Chama Raja Wadiyne 
Bahadur on the 16th September, 1881, in the Port of 
Seringapalam. 
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* Tippu had cighty Indios, many of whom were tho 
sisters and daughters of tho Brahman and othor Tlindu 
noblemen and princes, takon in war or in poace and 
foreed into his yonana, Ie had prohibited mtoxicat- 
ing drinks and tolerated no women'o! looso charactor 
in his dominions. Ilo, ib is said, also forced ono of 
tho sisters of Vira Raja of Coorg into his harem, Tippu 
had twelvo sons, the eldest of whom, it is said, oxachly 
vosombled his fathor in ovory respect, and ib was hoe 
who commanded ‘lippu’s Cavalry which was beyond 
tho Kavighat hill (noar Arakero) watching the mancen- - 
vros of the British Army during the sioge of 1799., 


Tho breach was made wt tho north-wosl anglo 
of the outer fortifications. ‘The outer small rampart, 
shattered by the camion of tho British during tho siego 
of 1799, is still lying in ruins, unrepaired. But. tho 
breach mado in tho outor largg rampart, sixty yards Lo 
tho right of the rownd bastion’ at the N. W, angle, was 
ropaired in 1800, Tho repairs then made now puzzlo 
many in finding oub tho broach through which tho 
British soldier sLormod tho fort. ‘Choro was, however 
no breach offected in tho imior fortifications, 


A Suow: Survey of enn Pracn.—Siarling from tho 
norbh-wost'anglo ofthe fort and placing ourselves on 
the broach, thoro siands beliind us, at tho angle of tho 
mecting of tho northern aud western walls of the in- 
nor fortifications, (callod Phaila killa or first fort bnilb 
by Tippu in 1798 and domolished by tho British in 
1800), a ruined high cavajior known by tho namo of 
Alum’s Battery, On its commanding height onge stood 
tho famous Syed Gofur, the best aud ablost Artillery 
Goneral of Tippu’s Army, supovintonding in person, 
the Artillory manoeuvres and commanding tho 8,000 
choson mon of the army, Whilo he was thus ongagod, 
a shot from au unknown hand put an ond to his glori- 
ous carcor, Facing us, on tho southorn banks of tho 
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southern branch of the Cauvory, aro two cammons 
planted in the ground marking the advanced parallcts 
of the British Army during the Seige of 1799 and 
from this spot started Sir David Baird at the heath 
of the storming party, Procceding to tho left of tho 
breach along tho northorn ramparts, we pass over ono 
of the sally ports of the fort, known as Vado-diddi- 
bagalu. This gateway is so named from its resemb- 
Janco,to a large earthern pot used by natives for stock~ 
ing grain. ‘Tho gateway leads 1o a ruined old bridge 
known as the Delhi bridge built in the days of the Vice- 
roys, and it is the oldest gateway of the fort for tho 
ingvoss and egress of the poplo and traffic from the 
island to tho mainland. Moving along a littlo further 
and after crossing tho railway line, we observa an. 
underground vault in the ramparts, which is capable 
of concealing about 1,000 men; in this dark dungoon 
the British prisoners wero said to have beon confined 
and oxposod to many crtelfies, Leaving this we come 
to another gateway called Krishna-diddi, which is 
opposite to tho temple dedicated to Sri Ranganatha- 
swami, (a form of Vishnu); thraugh this gateway, the 
sacred wators of tho holy Cauvery river aro carried 
into the tomple for all religions purposes. Moving 
onward, tho grassy plain to our right catches tho sight, 
The tomplo of Narasimhaswami and tho demolished 
palace of the Rajas are on its ont skirts3 tho stately 
court-house of Tippu, it appoars, onco docked the 
corner of this plain: on this plain also stood tho choul- 
trios where the British officers were confinod. It was 
Tippw’s parade ground, Ag we proceod further to tho 
east of the Sultan’s palace, we como to tho sally port, 
the scone of the bloody contest whore Tippn Sultan 
and his mon fought like wounded tigers, ‘I'his narrow 
dark sally port is called Hole-diddi-bagalu (Kalala- 
bagalu) or Deer’s gato; it was so namod on account 
of tho spot having been’ frequented by hords of deer 
beforo tho island was occupiod by man, Itis the 
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gatoway through which thd inhabitants of the place go 
to the river for bathing and for performing their usual 
ecoromontes, Proceeding to the bastion ab the north 
east anglo of the for, thore is another undergrowull 
vault (a prison ‘house) in whieh Dhondiah Waagh, 
a Mahratia freobooter is said to have been immured 
or chained, From here, wo have a very fine view 
of the rocky Cauvery and tho Wellesloy bridge. Ot 
going towards tho, castorn gate, tho large mosque 
is to our right, the Daria Daulat Bagi’ fnees us om 
our left: ab distance, wocatch a glimpso of tho Sha- 
har Ganjam, and the Mausoloum of ‘Lippy in the Lat 
Bagh. Tho bastion at the south-cast anglo of the 
fort is known by the name of Kale Gawdana Batlery. 
rom hera, wo have a vory fino view of the vallos, 
watered by.the southern branch of the Vauvery, At 
a distanco and in tho midst of a group of treos, stands 
the bungalow of Colonel Scotb, In tho fort iso high 
cavalier on which stands a flagstaff placod thore hy 
Tippu, Last in the clouds is tho Chamundi hill, 
(ncur Mysore), so namod from tho bultalo-hoaded 
monsior having beon, slain thoro by Chamundi, tho 
consort of Siva. Opposite the south or the Mysore gate 
stands tho Racket Cont adjoining a high eavalior, 
The Mlophant gate is in tho outer fortifications. — Tag- 
ing at tho distance of a furlong to our left stends the 
garrison cemptory whero tho dend rest in peace, Oi, 
proceeding towards tho sally port namod Bommmiu- 
Dagalu tho oxporimental arch built by Captain doth 
villand is to our right, opposite the gateway. From 
here, wo have # commanding view ol a fertile plain, 
covored wilh sroca, cocoanut and other fruit tres, 
Tho gateway loads to Bommurn ov Sultanpot and it is 
ono of the oldest gatoways of the fort, Alter crossing 
the railway lino, we stand somewhere on the spol 
whero the flank companies of If, M’s 12th Rogiment 
found a narrow passage across tho innor ditch whon 
entering tho fort, Tho Military and Civil Lospitel 
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- of the British Garrison is now in rains noar the north- 
wost angle ol the tort. 


Here ends our short survey of tho eclebrated 
island fortress.

CHAPTER II. 
THE ISLAND OF SERINGAPATAM, 


The Bangara Doddi Nallais a channel into which 
the water of the river is raised by dams gcross tho 
Canvery. This chiunnel irrigates tho paddy fields in 
the island and-also supplies the town with water. One 
half of the bridge over tho southern’branch of the 
Cauvery serves as an saquoduct for conveying tho 
water which is said to havo beon constructed by a 
former Raja of Mysore in memory of one of his cou- 
sorts, named Bangara Doddi, 


The Lal Bagh (or thé red garden) is at tho eastorn 
ond of the island. In its centro stands the Mausoloum. 
Within it ave three tombs all over spread with magni- 
ficent shawls embroidered in gold, In tho contro 
reposes Nabob Iyder Ali Khan, on his vight Syodani 
Begum alivs Fokarunisa Begum (the mother of lippu) 
ou ITyder Ali’s left lies the romains of Tippu Sultan. 


The Mausoleum is 2 magnificent square building 
surmounted by a domo with minarets ab the anglos 
and surrounded by a (corridor) covered verandah. 
supported on neat and elegant pillars of very (ine black 
hornblonde, which is said to have been imported frém 
Turuvekere in the Shimoga District, Tho doors are 
inlaid with ivory which were renewed by Lord 
Dalhousie in 1855. Tho tombs are covored with richly 
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ombroidered silk cloths. Tho Mausolowm was crated 
by Tippu in 1784, ‘Thore isa tableb on whieh are 
insoribed cortain vorses in Persian, whieh while giving 
hy the procoss callod Abjad the year of Tippu’s death 
by tho Hijivi as 1213, contain the following phrases + 
“The light of Islam and of the Maith loft this world, 
Tippu became a martyr for the faith of Mahomed. 
The sword was lost, Tho offspring of Ifyder was a 
groab martyr.” ‘There aro’ also a mosque ynd wv munber 
of buildings surrounding the Mausoloum, intended for 
fakivs and other travellors, ‘l'o tho right area flow 
tombs of British soldiers, thoir wivos and their childron, 
. 

Daria Danlat Bagh (Ploasure Palace) the garden 
palace of Tippu, is outside tho walls of the fort wud 
stands asa memorial built by him in I78hof the 
narrow escapo Hydor Ali had from tho hands of tho 
assassins of Kano Rao,.the prime Ministor, by whom 
this sito was uscd as an oncumping ground — [th was 
his summer palace, As the namo indicates, if moans 
tho Sea of Wealth Carden or the ocean of boundless 
authority, or tho garden of the dominions whieh know 
no bounds, The spat of ground where bho summer 
palace now stands, was oviginally oceupied by ' Maha 
grav Mantapam?; tho garden is very taatofally 
Jaid out, divided into fine plots skirtod with grass 
odgos separatdd by wide walks, and ornamentod with 
rows of cypross on cither sido of tho roud. | ‘Tho plots 
aro sinddod with roso and other swoeb Mowoering 
shrubs; fruit trees of every doseription grow id 
perfection hore, A brangh channel, diverted from 
Bangara-doddi Nalla, waters tho garden, In 
the contro stands the handsome and suutely palnoo of 
Tippu—his favorite retreat from publi business, Its 
walls ave decorated with paintings roprosenting the 
daily life of various Nabobs, Rajas and Ranis of South- 
ern Indian, as woll as tho victory over Colonel Buillio's 
little bend by tho combined -winies under Uyder Ali 
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amd Tipp ab Pollilore on the 10th Septombor, 1'780. 
Tho reservoir in tho garden was ‘ippu’s favorite 
bathing place. Before tho siege,of 1799, the picture 
of the defeat of Colonel Baillio was offaced from the 
walls by order of Tippu, but it was renewod by Uoloncl 
‘Wellesley’s order, who occupied tho building from 
1799 to 1801, In 1855, Tord Dalhousio ordered that 
the patace should be pub into a state of through repair, 
and the ‘paintings wore oneé more renewed and tho 
yoof aud walls of the bnildmg gorgoously decorated. 
Since that time tho palace has been neglectod but 
under the orders of the Mysore Darbar a thorough 
renovation has boen warried out. A flight of stone 
stops has been lately constructed on tho banks of tho. 
Cauvery adjoining the garden, 


Close by Chandra Vanam, two cannons are fixed 
upright in the ground marking the head of the parall- 
els from which the British under Sir David Baird 
stormed tho fortress on the 4th of May, 1799, 


The Christian Cometery is a furlong to tho loft 
of the high road to Mysore and is opposite to tho Mysore 
gate, Hore ropose in peace the romains of thoso of 
the garrison and of the civil population who departed. 
this life between the years 1800 and 1885, This 
comotery is occasionally usod by tha Huropean rosi- 
dents in the town of Mysore to inter their deceased 
relatives and fonds. 

Colonel Scott's bungalaw is about half a mile from 
the Mysore gate of the fort. Thorois a cart track 
leading to tho placo. The bungalow is built on the 
northern bank of the southern branch of the Cauvery. 
Captain Scott (alterwards Colonel) who was first mm 
charge of the Gun Carriago Manufactory here in 1800, 
became the Commandant of the garrison at Seringa- 
patam, The Colonel had scarcely recovered from tho 
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olfects of tho loss oxpovioneed in tha doath of his dear 
partnor in life in child bed on tho 19th of April 1817, 
when to his groat grief ho found ono morning on 
rofurning from parade that his two darling daughters 
had been out off by cholera, In his great agony and 
perplexity of mind, according to one account, ho is 
said to have resigned his appointment and rolurnod 
homo; while according"to another, he is said Lo havo 
dvowned himself in tho Cauvery. This bungalow 
with all its jurniture (the old fashionod chairs, the 
lumbrous cot, rudoly constructed sofa, the old pianos 
and tho mirror) was ordorod by the Maharaja Krishna 
Raja Wadiyar to bo loft intact in honour of tho memory 
of tho gallant Colonol. : 


Sabb] Rani Tittu, tho clovatod ground to tho 
right of the high road loading to Ganjam on which «a 
conotaph now stands is said to havo boon tho placo 
where Tippu Sultan in ordor to onforco strictnoss of 
morals is said to havo cruolly punished with » red-hot 
iron crow-bar a woman charged with adultery. 


Colonol Baillio’s Tomb is outsido the gates of tho 
Mausoloum. Tt was built ovor Lhe spob whoro ho is said 
to havo beon intorred by the order of Tippws Cirkar, 
his tomb was built by his nophow, latoly a Resident 
in the Court of Lucknow,: Colonel Baillic was mado 
a prisonor on the 10th Soptombor, 1780; at Pollilora 
noar Perumbaukum, Ifo arrived at,Scringaupatam in 
irona on the 26th January, 1781, and diod whilo a 
prisoner on tho 18th Noyombcr, 1782, from closo con- 
finomont and want of medidal attondanco. Ttis said that 
his remains wero pul into a coffin, aud wero carvicd 
to their last resting place on a gun carriage, Tho 
funoral coromiony was attonded by a Huropean Sorgeant 
and a few sepoys. Nono of the British offcors in pri- 
son ware allowed to attond the fmnoral or to pay their 
last respects to their dopartod gallant Colonel. 
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A largo quantity of hay sacked by 'lippu Sultan 
near Bommuru-bagalu took fire during the siego of 
1799 and burnt down. The ashes are considered sac- - 
red and are usod by the people at Soringapatam and 
its neighbourhood for the marks on their foreheads, 


A small quarry consisting of soft stone of a slaty 
nature which the Hindus call’ * Muggu kalln’” is to 
be found in tho outer ditch of the fortifications near 
the Mysore gate. The whitish powdor obtained by 
pounding the stones nicoly, is used by the Hindu fo- 
males in drawing figures reprosenting various flowers 
in the front and on the floors of their houses when the 
whole house undergoes a genoral purification in tho 
mornings. Until this is done, thoy cannot cook thoir 
food. Cow-dung plays an important part in,all such 
purifications,

TUN ENVIRONS OF SERINGAPATAM, ' 


The Pakshivan cr Paschama Yahani is from gas- 
chama west and vahant to flow—(flowing wostward)— 
the river flowing to the wost, It is said to be an arti- 
ficial river and is so named from tho current being 
diverted westward. It is considered to be tho most sa- 
cred bathing place for Elindus of all castes and erceds. 
There is a neat choultry on € northern bank orected by 
the Maharaja Krishna Raja Wadayar. he river is said. 
to have been turned from the Cauvery into tho valloy 
through which it now flows by one of tho Rajas of 
Mysore. Dewan Purnaiya first selected the spot where 
the Maharaja’s Chattram now stands for all sacred 
ablutions, ‘There is a stone mantapam adjoinifig the 
Railway premises, erected over the place of cremation 
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of tho old Rajas of Mysore; music is playod thero at 
stated times, 


The Chandra Vanam or tho moon’s park dorivos 
its namo from Ohandra tho moon and vanam the park, 
It is another place of cromation of tho old Rajas of 
Mysore. Thore is a little templo dedicated to Isvara 
erected near tho banks of tho Cauvery in which poople 
generally porform funoral and othor coromonial rites 
of their departed rolativog and ancostors, 


The Wellesley (or northern bridgo) over tho 
northern branch of the Cauvery was orected under the 
qrders of Dowan Purnaiya at a cost of rwpoos 5} 
lakhs, in honour of tho Marquis of Wellesloy, then 
Govornor-Goneral of India. It was 8 yoars undor con- 
struction when Colonel Closo was Rosident im tho 
Court of Mysore. 


The southern (or Raja’s bridge) over tho southern 
branch of the Cauvory is said to-havo beon orectod by 
Chikka Dova Raja Wadayar. It sorvos as an acuoduct 
to convey from a higher levol of the Osuvery s largo 
stream of water known as tho Bangara Dodi Nullah 
into the island. Ono half of tho bridgo is oocupied by 


this aqueduat.

Tho old (or Delhi bridgo) ovor the northern branch 
of thé Cauvory is noar tho placo whero tho river 
branches off into two and isin a paraliol lino with tho 
railway, bridge about a furlong to tho wost, This 
is said to havo boon constructed by tho Viceroys of 
Vijayanagar and was destroyed by Tippu Sultan in 
1799, to provont Gonoral Stuart from forcing his way 
over, A row of stones still romains showing the posi- 
tion of tho old bridge and is now usod asa ford by 
tho people. 


The Gordon yvia-ducts (or Railway bridgo) ig com~ 


t 
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posed of three stono bridges over the throo branches of 
the Cauvery and number 68 archos, This fino work 
wwas constructed by Licul. Colonel A. LeMessurier, , u. 
at a cost of 14 lakhs and the author had the honour 
of being with that officer on the ovening ho took the 
first ballast-train into the Fort of Seringapaliam. 
Driver Loveday was on tho engine. This is truly a 
a work of engineering skill. 


The quarry at the Kengal Koppalu on the north- 
ern banks of the Cauvery is not far from tho Railway 
line; it consists of red and yellowish quartz, The 
Native Doctors hero and elsewhere attach a high valuo 
to the mortars and pestles mado from this stone. Kal; 
bets or stone vossels usod by tho natives aro propared 
from stones obtained out of this quarry, 


Karighat hill is 2,697 feet above the level of the 
soa, Itis near the junction of ‘the Lokani (Loka- 
pavani) with the Cauyery. There is a temple on tho 
hill dedicated to Venkatramanaswami (a form of 
Vishnu). The annual festival in honour of this god 
takos place about February or March. A largo numbor 
of people from Mysore and from within a circlo of 
about 20 or 80 miles, assomblo for this jatra, ‘Pho 
Chikka Dova Raya Sagar Nullah oncireles’ this hill. 
Tt was a military post for British troops undor Lord 
Cornwallis during the sicge of 1792, The temple 
receives from Governmont,Rs. 791—138—0 yoarly. : 


Webb’s Monument is'g hugo stono column about 
50 feet in height, cheated by Dewan Purnaiya in 
honour of the memory of Josiah Webb, Esq,, the 3rd 
Rosident in tho Court of Mysore, 


‘The annual festivals of great colebrity hold at 
Seringapatam are: 


“Tho ‘Kotara Usiavam, which is held in Decembor 
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ov January, Ji continues for about a weok, and ends 
in acar foslival. Grand processious take place within 
the templo of Sri Ranganathaswami during ovory 
night of tho week, Nearly 5,000 people assemble for 
this car festival. 


The Rathasaptami Ulsavam, which is, hold on the 
7th day of the moon's (bright fortnight) for one day 
only during tho month of January. Tho tiajendra 
Moksham takes place during tho night. The noxt 
morning, a circular piece of wood about 4 yards in cir- 
ownference, gorgeously docorated, roprosenting the 
glorious luminary in heayvon, is oxhibited to the public 
and carried in procession around tho temple, ‘This 
festival is hold in honour of the sun‘ascending the 
yenith from tho southorn horizon, Nearly 10,000 
poople assemble for the festival, , 


The Brindavana Utsavam, is held for one night 
only during Octobor or Novomber. A grand proces- 
sion takes place and tho image of Sri Ranganathaswami 
is carviod through tho town gorgeously decorated and 
with great pomp and splendour. Noarly 10,000 poople 
assomblo for tho Lostival. 


Tho Lula Amavasya Oauvery Snanam, is colobrat- 
od for one month during Octobor or Novembor, 'Thou- 
sands of pooplo crowd to the holy Cauvery [rom dist- 
ant placos to visit tho pagoda of Sri Ranganathaswami 
and to bathe in its wator during this auspicious season. 


The Jodw ITold or Sangama, tho junction of the 
two branchos of tho Cauvory is a placo of gront saneti- 
ty; and is held in great vonoration by Hindus and 
greatly resor'tod to for bathing and for tho performance 
of, important ceremonies. '

Takiyo of Khadar Wali, Pirzada, at whose 


shrine Hyder Ali paid great veneration, is to the north 
of Seringapatam near the northern banks of the 


Cauvery. 
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Tho Roman Catholic Church at Ganjam was orodt- 
ed during the administration of [Lydon Ali by the Joauit 
priosts who followed Count DeLally, for the bonofit of 
those nativos who ombracod Christianity, Monsiour 
Lally, it is said, adopted the simplo plan of making 
converts to Christianity by branding the forchoads of 
those natives ve wore sont to him by tho ordors of 
Tippu to work in the'gun carriago factory) with a 
mark of the cross. Jn 1784, 'Tippu forcibly ciroum- 
cised about 80,000 Native Christians of Canara and 
deported them to Seringapatam, Many of them livod 
and died without evor secing a priest. Thoy however 
baptised their childron, taught thom prayers and koyt 
up Christian worship. 


Bommuru or Brahmapura is to tho south-west of 
Seringapatam, on whose site ippu orectod fp small 
town and a battery and namod tho placo after himself, 
“ Sultanpet,” There, Tippu kopt a numbor of elo- 
phants; and on this spot onco stood a [amous templo 
dedicated to Bommuramma (or Brahma Rakshasi), 
crucl and blood-thirsty goddoss whom tho pooplo grant 
ly feared and adored. Without imploring tho nid of 
the goddess, it is said, that no act of wickodnoss is 
ieee by the murderor; tho robbor and tho pros- 

itute. 


,  Palhalli is situated 8 milos to tho west of Seringa- 
pata near the sonthorm banks‘of tho Cauvery. It isa 
large village on tho high road to Cannanore, and was 
the hend-quarters of the Byitish Army undor General 
Tlayris during the gsiogo of 1799. ‘hore aro Jargo 
aah and iron manufactorios hero, also coffoo curing 
works, 


The French-Rocks aro situated on an undulating 
plain 6 milos to the north of Seringapatam. ‘Tho two 
rooky hills forming a portion of the bund of tho largo 
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tank here ave callod “ Fronch Rocks’? owing to tho 
place having boen occupied by the Fronch who woro 
in the service of Hyder Ali and Tippn Sultan. Origi- 
nally, the hills were known as Clukka Mallana Botta, 
The height of the plain, abovo tho level of tho sea, is 
2,880 feet. It is called Ilirode by Natives. It was 
recently a small British military station qooupied by a 
Native Infantry Regimont, It cgntains a population 
of about 3,000 inhabitants. 


Tonnore or Yadavapuri, once the powerful ocapi- 
tal of the Ballala Rajas, isa place of groat celebrity. 
These sovoroigns ruled over the whole of tho Carnatio, 
{tis in ruins and has dwindled down into an insignifi- 
cant village, Itis situated about 12 miles north-west 
of Seringapatam and 6 miles from Trench Rocks, ‘Tho 
reservoir’ is so large as to deserve the namerof a lake, 
The groat tank is named “ Moti Talav,” or tho lake of 
pearls. Itis a work of vast utility. It was namod, 
“ Moti Talav,” from the purity and clearness of its 
waters, by Nazur Jung in 1746, Tho waters of tho 
Yadava Nadi, a mountain stream, which forces its way 
‘through the valley botween tho two rocky hills, is said 
to have been stopped and fillod by » mound 28 feat, 
high, 225 feet long and 876 foot thick, by the famous 
Ramanujachariay and now forms tho prosont tank. 
The bed of this tank is about 16 miles in circumforenco. 
The waste water is allowed to pass through « channel 
cub in the hill at a great hoigit. During tho roign of 
the Sultan, on the unfounded report that a great twoa- 
suro lay ombedded in the mound as well ay a golden 
vehicle of the god Narayana, he out a tronoh throygh 
the mound in 1788; the velocity and the forco of tho 
water undermined and swopt away the mound convin- 
cing Tippu Sultan of the absurdity of the report. Tho 
tank was afterwards ropaired by Dewan Purnaiya. 
There is a Mahamadan tomb of Shah Salar Masud 
Ghazi of some celebrity at this place, bearing date 760 
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of tho Hijri. ‘Tho Gopala Krishnaswami and Nara- 
yanaswami tomples at Tonnoro aro maintained by 
Govornmont at a cost of Rs. 609-7-0 and 609~11-~ 
per annum, respectively. 

Melkote, or Yadavagiri in Nanscril, namod also 
Dakshana Badari Kasi, is situated on a high rocky hill 
and commands a splendid viow of the valley below, 
watered by tho Cauvety. Itis one of tho most colo- 
brated seats of Stivaishnava Brahmans and of Iindu 
worship. The threo famous placos at Melkoto are:— 


1. 'The temple of Yoga Narasimhaswami on the 
very stummit of a stecp rock, dedicatod to Sri Nara- 


simhaswami, the lion-hcaded deity, 
e 


2. The temple of Sri Narayanaswami, tho splon- 
did and mighty temple of Challapilla faye ov Ghaliuva 
Raya, Tho god Krishna is commonly callod Challpitla 
Raya or tho darling prince, as he is doar Lo the hearts 
of hig pious dovotees. 


Tho tomplo of Chaluva Raya is a square building 
of immense magnitudo surroundod by a vorandah sup- 
ported on a number of stono pillars which aro rough 
and inelegant, This immonso mass of buildings waa 
first pub into ordor by tho fumons Ramanujachariyar, 
aftorwards was groatly improved by tho Ballala Raya’s 
of Yadavapuri, the sovorvigns of Vijayanagar and tho 
Kartars of Mysore. Tho wholo building improsses ono 
With a feeling of grand and solomn awe with respect 
to the mighty deeds of the anciont Tlindus in works 
of great dovotion, ulility &nd importanco. 


8. Tho Reservoir is a very fino taule surrounded 
by stone mantapams, mainly built for the accommo- 
dation and convonionce of travellors, religious mandi- 

_ canis, and for the recreation of tho doities while bo- 
» jpg carricd im procession, Tho rocky plain of Melkoto 
ce R 
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is fruitful in shrines, strong in rocks, and well watered 
by springs, and its holy shrine, of groat antiquity and 
famous celobrity is the most important in Southorn 
India, 


Hore is a quarry of white quartz decomposed into 
a kind of earth called Nama, It is said to haye boen 
created by Garuda (tho vahana of Sri Krishna), and is 
used by tho Srivaisbnawait Brahmans and their follow- 
ers for marks on their forehcad. 


The Vaira Mudi Utsavam or the annual festival 
of Chaluva Raya, when the image of this god is carri- 
ed in procession, takes place in February or March, 
The Vaira Mudi (golden crown) which is studdod with 
diamonds of great valuo and with which this god is 
crowned, is kopt intho Place troasury al Mysore 
and sent under an escort to Melkote at tho time of 
the procession. The image of Chaluva Raya, crowned. 
with this diamond diadem and gorgeously decorated, 
is carried with great a splondour through the 
town during the night. Next morning, a car procos- 
sion takes place, when the god is again adorned with 
anothor crown called Raja Mudi presontod by tho Ma- 
ha Raja Krishna Raja Wadiyar. Tho fostival is kopt 
up for about a werk, when about 80,000 people collect 
from all parts of Southern India, espocially from below 
the ghats to witness tho Vaira Mudi Utsavam., 


Tradition says that, at the beginning of creation, 
heavon was pleased to beautify the earth with its gilts 
and favoured this neither world with the Vaira Mudt 
or qliamond crown which adorns tho head of Chaluva- 
raya at Melkote, tho diamond which is embedded in tho 
navol of Sri Venkatramanaswami at Tirupati and tho 
palanguin which carries the prince df gods at Sriran- 
gam. The value of these gifis, it is said, is beyond all 
human comprehension and estimation, 


Tho Vaira Mudi fostival of Chaluvarayaswami of 
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Melkote commences on the 5th day of the first or bright 
half of either tho month of Phalguna or of Chaitra of 
every year (about March or April) and continues 12 
days. Rehgious mondicants from all paris of Southern 
India attend the festival. People with thoir carts, &o,, 
find accommodation in the stono mantapains, groves, 
sheds and houses of the inhabitants of tho place, 


There aro about 8,500 inhabitants at Molkote 
which is 15 miley north-west of Mvench Rocks, ‘Tho 
climate of tho place is salubrious; but the drainago of 
the town is dofcctivo, Cholora is not of local origin. 
Tho wator in some of the wells is far from pure from 
disugo and contamination.

Tho temples of Sri Narayanaswami and Sri Yoga 
Narasimhaswami at Molkoto aro maintainod by Govern~ 
mont at a cost of Rupoes 20,295 and 1,625 por annum, 
respectively. 


Ramadovara spring and the mantapams oxcavated 
out of solid rock are places worth visiting ab Melkote, 


Somanathapura is a place of groat colobrity and 
antiquity. It is about 20 miles south-onst of Seringa- 
pata, ITorois a noat and ologant pagoda dodioatod to 
Sri Prasanna Channa Kosava (a form of Vishim), Tho 
tomplo with all its gracoful seulpturo and architootnval 
skill is said to havo beon constructed undor tho supor- 
vison of Dankanachariar, tho famous architect. ‘ho 
walls and voilings aro prpfusely covored with carved 
stono-work aftor tho manner of. tho colobrated temple 
at Elalobid, 


Ramannjachariar, tho groab Iindu doctor and 
founder of tho soct known as Srivaishnava Brahmans, 
Was born at Sri Perambatoro in tho yoar of tho Kali 
yuga 4108, or 1015 of tho Christian era, ‘Tho origin 
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of tho birth of this great Hindu sago is as follows: 
The god Sésha (the serpent) entored tho womb of a 
woman of tho twico born order, and was incarnated es 
Ramanujachariar, At this timo, many sects over-ran the 
country spreading horetical doctrines. Thoy were 18 
in number, very powerful and provalent every-where. 
ven the Brahmans themselves wero very low until 
the timo of Sankarachariar, who is said to have flouri- 
shed a century or two after Christ. Tle won a great 
victory over the above sects and entirely destroyed 12 
of them. He seems to have spared the other 6 sccts, 
because they were said to possess influonce enough 
with the governing powers to prevent the ascendancy 
of Sankarachariar over them, About this timo, Rama- 
nujachariar inculcated his now doctrines and openly 
taught his opinions to the poople below the ghats, whore 
he was greatly porsecuted on account of the doctrines 
he upheld and promulgated, Therefore Ramanuja-~ 
chariar was forced to flee from tho presence of his 
persecutors, the foremost among them being the Tan- 
jore princes, who were the followers and upholders of 
the doctrine taught by Sankarachariar, the foundor of 
tho sect known as Smarta Brahmans. Tn his retreat, 
he found refuge in tho court of the Ballala Raya of the 
Ballala family, the most powerful Jain king of Yadava- 
puri or Tonnore, who governed tho wholo country 
south of the Krishna, Tho daughtor of Ballala Raya 
waa then being possessed and tormontod by « Bramha- 
rakshasa, otherwise called Tonnoro Rakshasn ‘Che 
king who had sent for all tho magicians, priests of all 
the gods and sorcerers in hig dominions and iriod thom 
in vain, had rocourse to Ramanujachariar, who with 
his magical power exorcised the monster and reloasocl 
the princess from the bonds of tho Rakshasa. Amazed 
at tho superhuman powers oft Ramanujachariar, the 
king renounced his own religion and embraced that of 
Ramanujachaviar, accopted him as his gtr and wor- 
shipped Yishnu; whereupon, this eminent sage chang- 
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od the king’s name from “Ballala Raya’? to ‘Vishnu 
Vaidhana Raya” and bestowed upon lim chakrantikem 
and upadesam, Tho Jain priests were greatly enraged 
with the Brahman for having converted their king, 
and a great debate and disputo look placo in the pro- 
sonce of the king in which the Jains wore onlirely 
defeated, convineed and convicted of thoir orrors, 
Some of thom embracod the now doctrinos, othors flor, 
and those who obstinatcly rofusoc to follow the now 
faith wero put to the terriblo doath of boing ground 
in an oil mill, 


Ramanujachariar thus extirpated the Jain families 
and Jain worship at Tonnore, destroyed all tho Jain 
temples, and with their materials built the groat rosor- 
voir, and also repaired the threo long doserted {omplos 
of the god Vishnu, Thon boing warned in a drenm by 
Sri Narayana to go to Molkote and to put into order 
the tomplo of the god Ramapriya, ho loft Tonnoro for 
Melkoto, On Ramanujacharior procooding from Ton~ 
nore to perform his devotions at Molkote at that colo+ 
brated shrine, ho was informod that tho god Chaluva 
Raya had been carried away by tho Mahamadan gono~ 
ral of the Emperor of Dolhi, who attacked and plun- 
dered tho town, and sackod tho temple, ‘tho great 
dootor ab onen proceedod to tho Mehamadan capital 
and had an intorviow, with the imperor who ordered 
tis Ministers to show tho sago all tho places whore 
idols wero amassed. Among them tho Doctor was not 
able to find his god, but camo to know that Lho Em- 
geror had made a presont of tho image to his danghtor 
watoy. It is stated, that all day tho princess played 
vith theridol and at nights tho idol assumod human 
‘orm and shared hor bod, On Rumannjachariar repoa- 
ing some poworlul mantrams and calling on his god, 
the dey appeared boforo him, ‘Then the sage olaspod 
ho image and mysteriously roturned to Molkote. ‘Tho 
mnooss also, ib appears, followed the image mountod 
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on a horso as fast as possible, but no soonor did she 
approach the deity than sho 18 said to have boon ahsor- 
bed into the substance of the image A monument 
hag been erected in commemoration of the priucuss av 
the foot of the hill,

CHAPTER V.

A BRIEF MATIAMADAN VERSION OF TIE SILGES 
OF 1702 AND 1709, 


When the bright star of the Nabob Tyder Ali 
Khan Bahadur declined from its zenith of grandeur to 
ita nadir by his death at Chittoro on the 7th Docombor, 
1782, the noblemen of tho State wore; 


Mahamed Ali—Commandant, 
Budruzzuman Khan. 

Maha Mirza Khan, 

Ghazi Khan. 

Purnaiya, 

Krishna Rao, and othors, 


who, grasping into their own hands tho administration 
of the kingdom, continued to carr'y on the aurrent dutios 
of the Government as was customary during tho life 
time of the departed Nabob. ‘Tho body of Ifyder Ali 
was despatched with great secrocy to Neringapalam. 
The noblemen appointo® Karim Sahib‘ (brother of 
Tippu) to the high office of Dewan for the time, and. 
the army remained fully assured of the perfect hoalth 
of Hyder Ali Khan, 


Maha Mirza Khan was despatched to Tippu Sultan 
fo acquaint him with the death of his father, When 
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the news reached him ho proceeded to the camp by 
forced marches; tho chief officers of tho Governmont 
ewith Karim Sahib recerved him with all enstomary 
demonstrations of dignity and homage and he was seal- 
ed on the throne of Khudidid (the gift of god) of the 
Mysore kingdom. 


In 1791, Lord Cornwallis arrived from Calentta 
al Madras, IIo invited the Nizam of Ilyderabad and 
the Peishwa of Poona to recommenco hostilities against 
Tippu whose territories were to be divided amongst 
thom, aud he himself commencod preparations for tho 
war. Lori Cornwallis warohed through Moghnl Ven- 
katagiri and arrivod at Bangalore. General Meadows 
and Colonel Joseph Movrhonso attackod tho town 
and gallantly took 1 by storm. After the capture of 
Bangalore, Lord Cornwallis marciuod towatds Seringa. 
patam and arrived in tho neighbanrhood os Kavighat 
hill eur Seringapatam. A fierco atlack was made 
by the Mnglish troops on the hill but with no offect. 

he English army was dofoated and Lord Cornwallis 
had to retreat, 


The Second advance of Lord Cornwallis lo Seringa- 
patam—Lord Cornwallis on the night of 6th Fobruary 
1792 attacked tho Sultan’s army oncamped on the 
other sido of tho river, dofentod it and foreed it to 
sretroatinto tho city in ordor to defend it, Tippu on 
his -horseback with a fow faithful sorvania retired. 
General Meadows with tho groatest gallantry took 
possession of tho Ganjam and tho Lal-Bagh. ‘Tho vic- 
torious English army ontrenchod itsolf now strongly 
in the island. Tho Sultan unwilling to contimie mili- 
lary operations despatched vakils io Lord Cornwallis 
with presents and proposals of peaco. The torms of 
the troaty wore arranged aud Lovd Cornwallis prosacd- 
ed to Madras wilh tho two sons of Vippu, namely, 
Mazudhin Sultan and Abdul Khalik Sultan, who were. 
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placed under the guardianship of Ghulam Ali Khan 
Mahamad Raza and Colonel Doveton. 


In 1799, Tippu Sultan commissioned envoys and 
despatchod them with valuablo and rich presonts and 
friendly letters to Zuman Shah,of Afghanistan and to 
the Sultan of Constantinople. About tho same timo, 
sevoral Frenchmen under the command of Monsiour 
Chapuis arrived from the isle of France, ord Morn- 
ington treating the above acts of Tippu as the basis 
and ground of war, ontered into a tripartite treaty with 
the Nizam and Peishwa, assombled the British army 
under Goneral Iarris and despatched it to Seringa- 
patam. Coloucls Roberts and Dalrymple,proceeded 
with six thousand Nizam’s subsidiary troops. Nabob 
Mir Alum with eight thousand horso and Roshan Rao 
with six thousand men, marched by roube}pfiKengondi 
ghat, crossed the Venkatagiri ghat and joined the 
English army in the viomity of Guriyatam. The com~ 
bined troops marched out by succossive stops and arri-~ 
ved at Raikote. The Sultan hearing the march of the 
British troops, despatched Mir Miran at the hoad of 
a large army, 


On the men attacking tho British troops, Mir 
Miran, instead of praising their gallantry blamed 
thom for rashnoss. Consoquently thoy showed no taore 
entorpriso whatover and simply ‘followed tho British 
troops as they marched along, When the Sultan re- 
ceived the imtelhgonce of tho march of tho British 
troops unoppdsed, he atthe head of a largo army, 
marched from Seringapatam and encamped‘on the 
plains of Chennapatna; but hoaring of the adyance 
of the British troops to Kankanahalliy Tippu with 
forced marches arrived at Malavalli and offored battle. 
But Kamntoruddin Khan played him falso, and instead 
of charging tho énémy, he attacked a division of the 
Sultan’s bravost of tho brave, and this treavhorous ach 
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shook and threw the Sultan’s gallant troops into groat 
confussion, Fear struck tho hearts of tho men, (who 
breaking their ranks returncd leaving tho victorious 
English army mastors of the battle-field. ‘Tippu hear 
ing of tho advange of the Bombay army nnder Gonoral 
Stuart by way of Coorg, immediately marchod to inter- 
cept him and carried doath and destruction into the 
ranks of the British army, who loaving their hoavy 
baggage behind, retreated into the woods. Mahamad 
Rusa one of the Sultan’s Mir Mirans, foll whilo charging 
the British Troops, Beforo tho Sultan arrived at 
Seringapatam General Harris crossed the rivor at the 
ford of the yillago of Sosille, and the British attackod 
and captured several outworks which covorod the fort. 
Hussen Ali Khan foll while dofonding thom, Mean- 
while the British collocting matorials from tho gardens 
threw up batterios, and began tho work of destruction, 
i. @, to batter and broach tho walls of tho fort, Tho 
gallant Tiger of Mysore, doterminod to fig to the last, 
Kumaruddin Khan and othor Mir Mtvang each with 
largo bodios of troops wero detachod round about the 
fort wilh ordors to fall upon and harass the English 
army. But tho Genoval Ollicers neglected to ongago 
tho British troops, Tho villago of Kanal (Bahadurpura) 
was the hoad-quarlors of the Bombay amy, The 
Mohtah Bagh (key of Scringapatam), tho strongest 
outwork, wag assaulted and carriod away by tho British 
troops with groat valour. Thon tho Sultan hold a 
council of war, in which the opigion of Monsiour 
Chapuis was consulted. His advico to tho Sultan was 
as follows i— o) 


(a) To quit Seringapatam for any other fortified 
place, or 

(5) To delivor up tho Fronch to the Buglish, or 

(c) To make a treaty of poaco with the Brilish, or 


(2) To commit tho charge of tho fort to the Jtrench. 
6 
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Tho Dowan (Mir Sadak) porsuaded the Sultan not 
to carry out tho last named suggestion, but to command 
tho troops in porson, Budrazzaman Khan persuaded 
Tippu not to quit the place, for by so doing; he argued. 
that the courage of the garrison would fail and tho des- 
truction of the army follow. On tho day of tho 
assault, a little before noon, Mir Sadak under tho 
protention of paying the troops, sent for the,men sta- 
tioned on the ramparts near the breach, On the morn- 
ing of the assault, tho Sultan in person inspected tho 
breach and ordered tho (kamatis) workmen to repair 
the walls and returned io the Palace a little before 
midday. Astrologers represontod to the Sultan that 
the day (4th May 1799) was very unpropitious to him 
according to their calculation, ‘Tho Sultan retired for . 
his bath, and whon he was at dinnor, the death of his 
faithful Syed Goffar was reported to him, The Sultan, 
it is said, scoffed at the very idoa of the death of Syed 
Goffar, aud exclaimed— What? Is my fort built of 
wax, and my Syed Goffur—is he an ordinary man to 
fall?” Mounting his horse he left at once by the way 
of Hole-diddi (a sally port) along tho northern ram~ 
parts of the outor works, 


Before the Sultan could collect his mon and infuse 
vigour into their hearts and bofore he could secure 
order, overy chance of success was over. Sesing thorg- 
fore that an opportunity for a gallant fight was lost ho 
returned to the Hole-diddi-bagaln, but found the gates 
properly secured &nd closed against him, and tried in 
vain to get an entrance inlp the innor fort, believing 
that his servants had really betrayed him into the 
hands of his enemies. When tho storming party fol- 
lowed him closely, furiously firing, the Sultan with his 
followers, like wounded tigers, fought with the greatest 
gallantry and the greatest bravery but to no effect. 
Tho Sultan himself exhibited great valour, and. fell 
mortally wounded, Raja Khan who clung to him ad- 
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vised him to proclaim himself, “Are you mad? Bo 
silent, I would rathor die the doath of a martyr than 
die the death of a dog, by being delivered into tho 
hands of the enemies,” was the roply. 


On tho departure of tho Sultan through tho sally 
port to the breach, Dewan Mir Sadak proporly shut 
up the gatoway and tried to ossapo bysway of tho 
Ganjam gatoway; but whon ho arrivad ab tho 8rd gato, 
a Mahamadan soldior grosted him with tho following 
words: “Thou fool, thou hast delivored an holy princo 
into the hands of the Kafirs, and art thou trying to 
save thyself? Jet thy guilt bo upon thine own hoad,” 
Thus saying ho dospatchod him with ono cut of his 


sword. 


The curious traditional vorsion of tho circumstan- 
cos of tho scige curront among tho Mussaulman inhabi- 
tants of Seringapatam is, that tho fall of tho fortross 
was clue to the treachory of Mahamed Mir Sadak, and 
of the Hindu Minister Purnaiya, * 


Mir Syod Gaffur was Tippu Sultan’s post and 
bravest officor, or rather ho shared this distinotion 
with Mohamad Mir Sadak, only tho formor is osteemed 
a martyr, while the latter unfortunatoly has had the 
stigma of a traitor atiachod to his name, when the 
treachery myth was invented, ‘Purnaiya was on tho 
ramparts with Sycd Gaffur just before the assault, and 
by'a scheme preconcertod with Inglish General ho 
ordered a groon umbrolla to bo hold over Syed Gaftur’s 
head, nnder the plea that3t was a protoction against 
the powerful rays of the midday sun, bub really intend- 
ing it as a mark of distinction for tho gnidanco of tho 
gunners on the broaching baltorios, ‘he gunners 
fired, and of courso, killod Syod Gaffur, and tho [nll 
of the green umbrella gave the signal for the assault. 
But for this pleco of treachery, Tippu Sultan would 
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probably have conquered tho whole of Tindustan and 
driven tho English out of India. 


This is one of the many marvellous stories by 
which the Mussalmans of Mysore seek to palliate the 
defeat of their champion. : 


Kumruddin Khen, on the 11th May, 1799, camo 
with great ploasure to offer his services 10 Gencral 
Harris and obtained from the Genoral a treaty entitl- 
ing him to a Jahagir, 


Futte Hydor, with bright hopes of being placod 
on the throne of his father, surrendered himself to 
General ILarris on the 18th of May, 1799. 


The English officers, after a long search, found 
tho body of the Sultan amidst a heap of doad and 
dying bodies, placed it’ina palanquin and loft it in 
the palace for the night, The remains of the Sultan 
wero interred inthe maugoleum orectod over his de- 
coased father. Tho Sultan diod on Saturday tho 28th 
Zikayid, 1218, Hijiri.

, Tho Battlo of Pollilore on 10th Septomber 1780. 
Jn the summer of 1780 Hydor Ali Khan with Tippa 
Sultan loft Seringapatam ab tho hoad of an immense 
force, numbering upwards of 80,000 men and 60 guns, 
assisted by a small corps of 400 Huropeans chicfly 
Frenchmen and a few other advonturors undar the com~ 
mand of Count DoLally, and attackod Lt, Col. Baillio’s 
detachment, composod of 8,787 mon and 10 gung, in 
its attempt to join tho main army wndor Sir Deator 
Munro at Conjovaram,’ Tho bravory and steadiness 
of the sepoys when commandod by British oflcers was 
nover more signally displayed than on this memorable 
occasion Though worn out by forced marohos and. 
almost sinking with hungor, thoy repolled charge aftor 
chargo of Hydor’s numorous Cavaley. They would 
havo come off victorious causing Fyder to rotroat, had 
it not been for tho French staff around him; not-with« 
standing this, Hydor’s troops commonced to rotreat 
without ordors, ‘Tho explosion of-two tumbrols which 
killod a number of men amd lofts tho English almost 
without ammunition gavo Ilyder’s troops an opportu- 
nity torally. Though doprived of ammunition tho 
English continued to fight, and tho sepoys thal wore 
left were cut to pieces, Tho English survivors gained 
the summit of a hill, formed a aquaro, and resisted 
many attacks, Col. Baillio‘ thon went forward to ask 
for quarter, waying Lig hand-korohief and ordeting 
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his men to lay down their arms, It ig said that Col, 
Baillio committed a mistake in supposing that his sig- 
nal was favorably answored, but the result was a cow- 
ardly butchory of one half of the English and a horri- 
ble captivity of the rest. 


Tn Col. Buillio’s detachmont tho killod (or dispers- 
ed), amounted to 80 officers, 155 Europeans, 8,254 
natives, The wounded were 41 officers and 242 Bu- 
ropoans. ‘The unhurt wero 2! officers and 41 Huropo- 
ans. The wounded and unhurt were sent as prisoners 
to Seringapatam or Bangalore whero those who lived 
wore detained for 3 years and nine months till the 
conclusion of the war in 1784, 


The Treaty of Mangalore. Ontho 11th of March 
1784 was signed an inglorious troaty of poace ,with 
Tippu Sultan based on the principle of a restitution of 
mutual conquests, but no compensation was obtained 
for the atrocious treatment of the English prisoners. 
Not less than 180 officers of all grades, 900 English 
soldiérs and nearly 2,000 sepoys wero rescued from 
tho dungeons of Seringapatam on tho 10th of April 
1784. 


From this eventful dato Tippu Sahib assumod tho 
title of ‘ Tippu Sultan,’ 





SIEGES OF SHERINGAPATAM. 


Ist. 1664.—Rand Dhulakhan, a Mahamadan Ge- 
noral in the service of the king of Bijapore, besieged 
Seringapatam, effected a breach in the walls of tho 
fort and made a general assault, but tho Mysore army 
commanded by the brave Kanthirava Narasa Raja 
Wadiyar beat back the assailants and routed them 
with great slaughter.

Mil, 1662.—The Raja of Rodnore, in support of 
the claims of the scions of the family of Vijayanagar, 
attacked Seringapatam and was effectually ropulsed 
by Dodda Deva Raja. 


3rd. 1697.—Tho Mahratta army wndor tho com~ 
mand of Jaga Deva Ghalko assailed the forb of Sorin 
gapatam, but were driven back with grea loss by 
Devaiya Ars, the Dalwai’s son, 


4th, 1'755,—The armies of Salbat Jang, tho Su- 
bedar of Deccan, attacked Seringapatem, and the for- 
tress was only saved by Dalwai Dave Raja Ars agroo- 
ing to pay a tribute of filty six lakhs of rupeos, 


5th. 1757,—The Mahrattas undor Peishwa Ba- 
laji Row, assailed Soringapatam, but Dalwai Nanja 
Raja Arg sustaining a sovere defeat was compellod to 
cede a large portion of territory to the Mabrattas. 


6th. 1771—Tho Mahrvatta army undor the com- 
mand of Trimbak Roa Mama inflicted a sovore and 
hoavy blow to tho Mysoro army commanded by Hydor 
Ali and Tippu Sultan on the plains of Chirkuli, 12 
inilos to the west of Soringapatam. The Mysore army 
fled to Seringapatam panic strickon, Trimbak Roa 
besieged tho fortross which torminated by the paymont 
of a hoavy tribute and tho cession of a portion of tho 
territory to the Poishwa, 


1791.—Tho British army undor the command 
of Lord Cornwallis started from Bangaloro on tho 
18th of May 1791, consisting of ono rogimont of Enro- 
pean Cavalry, fivo regimonts of Nativo Cavalry, tluroo 
battalions of artillery, sevon regimonts of European 
Infantry, seventeon battalions of sopoys and fourtoon 
thousand irregular horso. Tho guns consisted of fifty 
two field poices, fiflecen batloving guns anda low 
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Kowitzers, The troops had to march over a. rugged 
country, and on the route several carts and much 
baggage were lost. . After passing many lull forts, the 
army arrived at Malvally, where ‘a large supply of 
grain-was found, .Here a halé was mado for the pur- 
pose of récrniting: the half famished men and cattle, 
Being-baset with difficulties of every kind and though 
tho,daily-ration. of ‘rice was reduced-to, one-half of tho: 
usual allowance, yet the gallantly struggling force 
reached the ford of Arokeri on the banks of the viver 
Canvery (nine miles Bi, of Seringapatam) on the 18th 
May 1791, This ford after “minute examination was 
reported to be impassable, In tlie meantime the Sultan 
with his whole army had enéamped betweon Arikeri 
and Seringapatam, his Cavalry harassed tho British 
army and frequently attempted to breakin upon the 
British Infantry and genoral:engagement:took place, 
‘The British Cavalry mado a gallant charge and dispe- 
ysed the enemy, Tho Sultan’s army retreated in tho 
utmost confusion and a signal victory was obtained by 
the British army... Lord Cornwallis being desirous to 
form. an carly junction. with General Abercrombis 
vesolved. to move tho army to Cannambody ‘with .an 
assurance that tho ford ‘hear the village (about nino 
muilles W, of oman ie ou would he found practicable. 
The army weakened: by tho want of provisions; oxpe- 
riencing’ intolerablo disadvantages ‘by the want“ of 
transport, and owing to frequent’ and. hoavy: rains: 
moved: forward. with great difficulty to the ford of 
Cannawbody, which was reached on the 20th of 
May, 1791.00. oe 


Hore: it. was: decided to. relinquish - all. further 
attempts on S-eringapatamand to returm to Bangalore, 
Lord ‘Cornwallis: lost’ no time-in communicating his 
determination to General Abercrombie, ‘who had ad: 
vanced: -as- far. as: Periapatam.to:co-operate. with: his 
Lordship and directed ‘him to put. the troops under his 
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command into Cantonments on tho coast of Malabar 
during the rains and until ‘the ‘season should . 
favourable for recommencing operations. ‘Thus com 
yelled to abandon tho enterprise, orders wore issuec 
on the 22nd of May, 1791, to burst threo 24 poundert 
and eight 18 pounders, to bury and destroy all mili: 
tary stores for which conveyance could not be pro: 
cured and to distribute the whole of tho public grain 
amongst the troops, Lord. Cornwallis. moved: Som 
Cannambody on the 26th of May, in tho direstion of 
Bangalore. The ground at Cannambody on. which the 
army had encamped but 6 days, was covered: for a 
- circuit of séveral miles with the carcasses of cattle and 
horses, and the last of the gun carriages, carts, and 
stoves of the battering train, were loft in flamos, ‘his 
wasa melancholy spectacle, which the twoops wit- 
nossed ag they quitted this deadly camp. Aftor tho 
first day’s March Lord Cornivallis was surprisod with 
the arrival of forty thousand Mahratta horse, 20-piecos 
of cannon, with ammunition and provisions, headed by 
“Bari. Punt and. Pursuram Bhow and two batteries of 
- Bombay. sopoys under Captain Little, . Che Sultan's 
* irogular. hotse had performed ‘their work go woll pet 
out of forty messengers senyby tho Mahrattas: at diff 
erent times, ‘not ono reachéd tho British Camp; had 
‘only one of them succeeded in ovading tho vigilenco of

:.. ‘Lord Cornwallis. began his attack af about .mid- 
night, in moonlight, and tho: firing was exceedingly 
‘heavy...Tho- enemy also: fired actively from tho res 
doubts, but with slight effect. , 
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General. Meadows began by attacking. tho loft- 
hand-redoubt defended by Monsieur Nigy,- commonly 
called young Lally. Most of the French were engaged 
in the operation, and-the redoubt was defended with 
great obstinacy; Tho British column, with the officers, 
who-led them repeatedly killed; was severat times beat- 
en off; at length Major Dirom of tho 52nd ‘Regiment, 
led on another attack. The redoubt was. carried and 
the enemy. massacred, The ‘column thon proceddod 
towards the left of the enemy’s line; it changed the 
route, however, very unfortunately, and ranging along 
the enemy’s front at great distance and orossing Lord, 
Oornwallis’s rear, reached. Col. Maxwell’s hill, Captain 
Beatson led the right column commanded by General 
Meadows. There was no mistake as has boon stated 
‘In several publications in leading that columins It wag 
conducted to the point of attack, not by the nativo 
guides, but by Captain Beatson himself, and precisely 
to that part of the hedge directed by Lord Cornwallis, 
‘The mistake was in turning ‘to the right instead of 
to the left., It appears by Captain Beatson’s report 
to Lord Cornwallis of the operations of tho right 
column, that if Lt. Beatson’s remonstrance against 
‘turning to the right and dgajnst attacking tho Udgah 
redoubt; at the moment’ the column arrived at: the 
bund, hedge, had beon attended .to by Col, Nisbet: of 
the 52nd Regiment, (who was algo at.the head of the 
column) Tippu Sultan would have bedn totally de- 
feated and would have Jost all his guns: and: camp 
‘equipage and every thing ho had on the. north’ sido 
of the . river long-bofore the break’ of day; when ; his 
troops rallied ‘and -pressefl. severely on. the contre 
column under the personal command of Lord Cornwal- 
lis. "That such would undoubtedly have been tho-result 
if the right column had turned to the left was manifest 
to the whole “army.” Lord: Cornwallis: when’ he joined 
thé right: colamn. in-the: morning -addressed: Captain 
‘Boatson in. these words; “Good God! ‘Beatson, why 
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did you Iead the column against tho Wdgah redowbt?” 
Captain’ Beatson instantly replied, “Llero is Col. 
Nisbet, who T am sure will do mo the justice‘to says. 
.that, before we entered tle bund edge, I. positively: 
-told him the vedoubt on the right was ‘nob to be 
attacked. but. that we were to turn to the left; so as to 
co-operate with your Lordship.” Lord Cornwallis then 
-obgerved,. that tho mistake “was truly unfortunate, as 
owing to ita glorious opportunity had been lost, . Col. 
Nisbet, a zealous and activo officer, considered. it-his 
bounden duty to adhere strictly to orders, but wnfor-

The Lial-bagh, the potta near it and the Shahar 
.Ganjam ‘were completely in tho possession of the British 
troops on'tle 7th February, ‘he enomy’s camp, 72 
“pieces of cannon and an immense quantity of tools wore 
captured. On the 8th, tho onemy abandoned ovory 
out-post, On the 24th a treaty of porce was brought

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Whon they had taken their seat on each side of Lord 
Cornwallis, Gulam Ali, the hoad yakil, addressod his 
Lordship as follows: “Those children weve this morn~- 
ing the sons of tho Sultan my mastor; their situation 
is now changed, and thoy must look up to your Lord~ 
ship as their father.” 


1799.—Since the conclusion of poaco in 1792, Tippr 
Sultan entertained sontiments of hatrod and rovenge 
against the British, The recovery of his lost power 
and the ruin of British interests in India, were his 
sole objects. With theso viows he eagorly sought to 
embrace the first fayourable opportunity to strike a 
mortal blow on the British possessions in India and to 
commence hostilities. ‘I'he hostilo views entortained by 
Tippu Sultan against the British induced him to corres- 
pond with Zemann Shah, the king of Cabul, whom ho 
invited to invade India and to form a plan of co-opera- 
tion for the over throw of tho British power. Ho 
accordingly despatched Vakils, Meer-Hubbulloolla and 
Meer Mahomed Rezza to Cabul in 1796 and 1797, 
In tho boginning of the year 1797, a Fronch adventur- 
er named Ripaud, whose vessel almost foundered on: 
the coast of Malabar noar Mangalore, ontered the do- 
minions of the Sultan, and found his way to S8eringa- 
patam, whoro under tho auspices of Mons. Ripaud, 
thevo was established a Jacobin club, which sworo alli- 
giance to Tippu and hatred to all other monarchs, The - 
misveprosentations which Mons, Ripaud made to tho 
Sultan as to the alleged good intentions of tho French: 
nation, greatly oncouraged him to a revival of the 
former intercourse and to fenew the ancient alliance 
with that nation, He thorofore despatched four of 
his confidential Sirdars,—Mirza Mahamed Bankar, 
Meor Yoosif Ali, Meer Gulam Ali, and Meor Hussain 
Ali, on tho 2nd April, 1797, to the Isle of Trance, for 
arranging all the preliminary negotiations. In October 
1797, tho Sultan again despatched two ambassadors, 
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(Hassen Ali Khan and Mahamod Ibrahim), who accom 

anied by Mons: Ripaud, embarked at Mangalovo for 
the Isle of France, and arrived at Port Nord Quest 
jin January 1798, ‘I'he proclamation of gonoral Ma« 
lartic was published subsequent to thoir arrival and 
during their residence in the island. On the 7th March 
1798, the ambassadars ombarked on board the Mronch 
frigate La Preneuse, togethor with tho force raised in 
the name of Tippu Sultan, amounting to 200 mon, in- 
clusive of officers, tho chief of whom, were Mons, Du- 
bue and General Chapius, and arrived at Mangalore 
on the 26th April, 1798, Thoir landing was public 
and they were received with overy mark of {avour and 
distinction 


On the 20th July 1798, the Sultan again dospaich- 
ed two Vakils, Shaik Abdul Rahim and Mahomed 
Bismilla, under tho mission of mons: Dubie to tho Hixe- 
outive Directory of Franco for tho purpose of ronew- 
ing and consolidating that friendship and harmony, 
which had hithorto oxisted botwoon him and the 
French. General Buonaparto, in a lettor forwardod in 
January 1799, informed Tippu Sultan of his arrival 
on the borders of tho Rod sea, with an invincible army 
animated with a desire to deliver him from the iron 
yoke of England, and at tho samo timo dosirod him tb 
send some intelligont person to Suez or Cairo, with 
whom ho may confidontially confor on all mattors, On 
the 18th of June, 1798, a lottor was despatched from 
the Oourt of Directors in Hngland to tho Govornor Ce- 
neral, informing him, that {largo French armamont 
of ships and troops under the command of Genoral 
Buonaparto, had been lately fitted out at and had sailod 
from Toulon, and thgt its dostination was supposed to 
be India, by way of tho Red Soa, A copy of the procla- 
ation issued in the Islo of Franco was also vocvived 
hy tho Governer Genoval .who was oxhorted to bo 
Watchful against any surprise and to tako ovory nocos- 
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sary pretation, ‘The proclamation issuod in tho Islo 
of France first appeared in one of the local nowspa- 
pors al Calontta on the 8th of Juno 1798, and an an- 
thonticated copy of the same was despatched by his 
Excellency Lord Macartney to tho Governor Gonoral 
of India on the 18th of June, 1798. 


In July 1798, Major Aloxandor (thon Major Beat- 
son) while employed on survey duty in the Masulipa- 
tam Gircars was called to Calcutta to furnish Lord 
Mornington with information on points connected 
with military operations in the Carnatic, On Jus pas- 
sage from Masulipatam to Calcutta, Major Beatson 
preparod a “Sketch of a plan of operations against 
‘Lippu Sultan,” founded on the exporienco aud know- 
ledge ho had acquired in the campaigns of 1791—92, 


-'This document he presonted to Lord Mornington, 
on tho day of his azrival, It tondod to prove that in 
the evont of a war with Tippu, the reduction of So- 
ringapatam ought to be the first and immodiato objoct 
of the campaign. ‘This mode of conducting tho war 
differed from Lord Mornington’s plan of attacking tho 
Sultan “on both sidos of his dominions,’” but was 
ae approved of and ordored to be carried into 
offoot. 


. The Governor General addressed a letter to."Lippu 
Sultan on tho 8th November 1798, morély apprizing 
him of the knowledge which tho Brilish had of his 
intorcourse with the Frengh and proposing to depute 
Major Doveton for tho purpose of coming to an ami- 
cablo settlemont of all difforences that existod botwoon 
both parties, Tho Govornor Genoral again addrossod 
Tippu informing him of his arrival in Madras and urg- 
ing him to receivo Major Doveton. The Governor 
Goyoral accompained by Major Beatson, hig aide-do- 
camp, embarked on board His Majostys ship “The 
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Sybille? and arrived at Fort St, Georgo on tho 25th 
December 1798. 


Tippu Sultan in his letter of the 25th Decombor 
1798, to the Governor Genoral, deniod all intercourse 
with tho French nation hostilo to the British intorosis, 
and declined 10 receive Major Doveton, In his lotter 
dated the 2nd January 1799, he professod friondship 
with the English and a desire for poaco, ‘Tho (iovornor 
General in his letter datod the 9th January 1799, ronew- 
cd tho proposition of opening nogotiations aud urged tho 
Sultan not to delay his roply beyond twonty-four hours 
after the lettor reached him, and that if other wise dan- 
gerous conscquencos might ensue, Tho Sultan having 
remained silent after the recoipt of tho abovo commu- 
nication, tho Governor Gonoral concluded that his solo 

‘object was fo delay an answor until ho soason should 
bo far advanced to render tho capture of his cupital 
impracticablo during that year. ho Govornor Gane- 
ral in order to dofeat tho objoct of ‘Lippu Sultan’s si- 
lence and to provo the agtualsuperiority of the British 
force took advantage of tho season, before tho rains 
had sot in, and beforo tho Wrench could offoot a june- 
tion with the Sultan, decidod to commonco hostilitios at 
once, With this objoct, tho Govornor Gonoral dirsot~ 
od Gonoral Harris to ontor tho torritory of Mysoro, 
wilh the army which had assembled undor his com- 
mand‘at Vellore, and ordors woro issued simuliancous- 
ly to Goneral Stuart at Malabar to co-oporato with tho 
mainarmy. Tippu Sultan despatchod a letter dated tho 
13th February 1799, to the Governor Gonoral inform- 
ing him that ho was froquently disposed to mako 
hunting exoursions, and desiring that Major Doveton 
should bo sont with only a small escort, 


_+ Lhe Governor Gonoral in reply informed him that 
his protracted silence had compelled him to order tho 
advance of tho allied armiog and that Gonoral Harris 
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was the only porson authorized by him to recoive and 
lo roply to any communications he might think fil. to 
mako with a viow to the restoration of peaco. Tho 
Nizam’s contingent of about 6,000 subsidiary troops, 
about an equal numbor of infantry, and a largo body 
of cavalry under the command ol Nabob Mir Allum, 
formed a junction with tho British army on the 19th 
Fobruary, 1799. Genoral Harris entered the Mysoro 
torrilory on the 5th March following, with ordors to 
proceed direct to Seringapatam, and Gencral Harris 
despatched the Governor General’s letter of the 28nd 
February 1799, and the draft of tho preliminary arti- 
cles of treaty to the Sultan. Tho British army composed 
of 20,800 men with 60 field piecos and 40 heavy guns 
marched from Vellore. 


Tho following were tho senior officers of tho force 
according to thoir rospective rank: 


Lt, Goneral Harris, Commander-in-Chief. 

Major Gonoral John Floyd, Commanding, Cavalry. 
Major Gonoral Bridgos, Commanding, Right Wing. 
Major Genoral Popham, Commanding, Left Wing. 


Major General Baird, Commanding the Europoan 
Brigade, right Wing. : 


On the 24th March 1799, the Britisharmy approach- 
ed Malvalli. General Floyd sont on officor to ac¢uaint 
Gonoral Narris that a largo body of tho Sultan's 
Cavalry was on his right and front, and wore moving 
off in the direction of thatvillage on the 27th, Tippu 
Sultan choso his own field of battle on tho plains of 
Malavalli and commencod hostilities by opening a can- 
nonade. Tho division commanded by Coloncl Wollosloy 
was formed nearly opposito to the onemy’s extreme 
right, and advanced, supportod by 8 regiments’ of 
cavalry, when a column of the enomy’s infantry moved 
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forward in excollant order towards tho 88rd Rogimont 
and approacherl it quite closo, The 38rd Rogimont thon 
coming to the charge rushed upon thom, scattering 
them in a successful rout, Genoral Mloyd scizod upon 
this critical moment, and dashed at tho hoad of 19th 
Light Dragoons and two regiments of native Cavalry, 
sabred nearly the whole of the fugitives and capiurod. 
six of their standards, ‘This action cost 66 mon killed 
and wounded to the British whilst that of tho onomy 
was nearly 2,000, and of whom many were Tippu’s best 
and bravest officers. ‘The Sultan leaving a portion of 
his army on the northern banks of the Canvory to 
harass tho British army, onterod Seringapatam, ravag~ 
ing tho country as ho proceodod on. Gonoral Darris 
understood T1ppw’s objoct in thus plundering tho coun- 
try through which ho had to march, and resolved to 
outwit him by marching ,in a south westerly diveotion. 
to Socillé, and crossed tho Cauvery at a good ford 
(about 20 miles below Seringapaiam) whore tho country 
round about was reported to havo boon undevastatod 
by the enemy, 


On tho 28th March, 1799, tho British army 
marched about 4 miles in tho direction of tho Cauvory 
to socure water by approaching tho rivor and haltod 
at Angarapuram, On tho 29th tho loft wing crossod 
the river before the day closed. Whilst tho Sultan 
was looking for thom ata distance in the direct road 
to Soringapatam, on tho 30th tho wholo of tho park, 
ordnance and the romaindor of tho army crossed tho 
Cauvery and encampod noar tho fort of Socillé, whoro 
they fonnd a larga storo ofrice and other grain, cattlo 
and ample forage, Tippuwas Allo with despair whon 
the intolligonco of tho mastorly movomont of iho British 
troops was conveyed io him. Tho British advancod* 
by easy marches without any interruption along .tho 
southorn banks of the Cauvory and took up, their po- 
sition at tho west point of the fort, 
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On tho Sth April 1799, tho British army took up 
its position before Sovingapatam and oneamped on the 
plains of Palhalli at a cistanee of 8,500 yards to tho 
wost face of the fortroxs and began to opon tronchos 
and construct batteries for tho scige, Upon the arrival 
of tho army General ITarris desired Major Aloxan:er 
Boatson (Gurvoyor-Gororal to the army in the fiold) to 
reconnoitre and io give him a plan of the proposed 
attack, but it happened that Major Beatson’s opimions 
did not accord with those of the Hngincors of Madras 
and Bombay. A meoting of the principal Stall officers 
of the army, including tho Honorable Colonol Wellesley 
(aftorwards the Duko of Wollington) was held, aud 
General Harris finally docided that Major Boatson’s 
plan should bo oarriod out, The north-wost anglo of 
the fort was thorefore witackod instoad of tho south- 
west angle as advised by Colonel Sartoris, (Chiof 
Engineor of Bombay) and that officer just as the troops 
got possession of the rampart, and after hoe had exa-~ 
mined the intricate works of the south-wostern angle, 
aildressod Major Beatson in those words, ‘I most sin- 
covely congratulate you upon tho success of your attack, 
for Tam now convincod thal it was the only plan by 
which Soringapatam could havo been takon.’? That 
night Liout-Colonol Shaw took possession of 1 post 
batween 700 and 800 yards from tho fort. Colonel 
Wollesley attacked tho topo and tho clophant batlory 
of Sultanpet, but owing to the darkness of tho night, 
tho troops though partly successful were withdrawn. 
Hero a spont ball struck tho Colonol on the kneo. On 
tho 6th tho elephant batjerios at Sultanpeb were 
taken, On tho 7th the British commeneod throwing 
up battories. On the 8ththo Bombay army undor 

«the command of Lt, Genoral Stuart offectod’ junction 
with Major General Floyd’s detachment at Poriya- 
patim and joined tho British army oncampod bofore 
Sovingapatam on the aftornoon of tho 14th; the Bombay 
army orossed the Oauvery, onthe morning of tho 16th 
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and took wp a position extending from the northorn 
banks of tho rivor towards the Bodgah (noar Wobh’s 
monument); onthe night of tho !'7th a battory of six 
ging was orectod on tho post within 900 yarls of tho 
wostern anglo of the forb captured by Gonoral Stuart, 
and on the 18th, six 18 pounders wore placod on ib. 
Tho firo from this battery was opened on the morning 
of the 19th, 


On the 20th tho British army took possession of 
the trenches ,close to the hoad of the Bangara-doddi 
Nallah, ata distance of 780 yards from the fortress. 
On the 22nd a vigorous sally was’ made against the 
British positions on tho northern banks of tho Cau'vory 
by a corps of French men; on tho 28rd tho fivo froin 
both attacks rondored the Sullan’s army impossible to 
dofend tho ramparts; andon tho 26th tho British army 
scized tho tronchos along tho northon side of tho Ban- 
gard-doddi nallah extonding from tho Rajah’s bridge 
toa point 200 «yards north of the railway crossing. 
This was 880 yards from tho fortress, coverod on its 
right by a redoubt AME on its lolt by a small circular 
pioce of defensive work. On tho night of tho 20th, 
Lippu Sultan dospatched a letlor to Gonoral Torris 
oxprossing a dosiro to apon negotiations for poace ; to 
this ovortwro Gonoral Harris iransmitied tho draft of 
tho prolominary articles for tho re-establishment of 
auciont friondship and for the adjustment of oxisting 
difforencos.: ‘Tho Lorm proposed was that tho four sons 
of Tippu and four of his principal officera with tho 
troaguro stipulated, weve fo bo sent within 48 hours ag 
hostages to the British camp. On the morning of tho 
28th the Sultan sonia letter to Gonoral Tavrisin which - 
he said that the points in question woro weighty and 
could not bo brought to a conclusion without tho intor- 
vontion of Ambassadors. Gonoral Harris replied that 
he could only ircat with him on tho torms already 
communicatod to him, and doclinod to troab with any 
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Vakil’s unless they wore accompanied by the hostages 
and the one crore Sicca rupecs; an answer was to be 
sent within} hours. ‘The Sultan sent no further com- 
mumentions as tho conditions offored to him were, m 
his opinion, highly humiliating. Notwithstanding all 
the activo movements on the part of the British, such 
ag the erection of the battcries and tho approaching of 
the parallels nearer, the Sultan showed no symptoms of 
serious alarm, and waited ultimately to try tho issuo of 
the assault Fora full month the British army was solely 
ongaged in digging trenchos and in battering the ram- 
parts with their hgavy cannon, and in attacking and 
taking possession one by ono of the mud batteries and 
other fortified works in the suburb, At seven in tho 
morning of the 8rd May, 1799, Colonel Wellesley, who 
had inspected the place reported that tho broach on tho 
western side of tho N. W. anglo of the fort, was prac- 
tioablo; Lt, Lalor had forded tho river the previous 
night and ascertained that the height of the retaining 
wall was soven fect from tho ditch arly in the 
morning of the 4th May, 1799, General Baird with 
tho troops told off for tho assaul#miutrenched himsel! so 
as to excite no oxtraordinary suspicion on the part of 
the enemy. Syed Gaffur inferred from this unusual 
moyoment of the troops inthe trenches that tho fort 
would be attacked that same day and informed tho 
Sultan accordingly, who noithor believing that tho 
agsaulb was so very near nor taking any procautionary 
ma@astites to avert the danger, indulgod himsolf in 
astrological calculations, and sent word to Syod Gaffur 
to be on, the alort, a 


At half past 170 clock on Saturday tlfe 4th May 
1799, General Baird dashed out of tho trenches, and. 
waving his sword, lod on his heroic followers through 
the watory bod of the Canvery, under a vory heayy 
artillery fire. The “forlorn hope” followed by tho main 
body was only six minutes in crossing the roolcy bed 
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of the rivor, (upwards of 800 yards wide) and the ditoh 
and in ascending to the top of tho broach, Tho rivor 
bed was filled with the bodies of tho dead, the dying 
and the wounded; at one momont individuals wero 
geen scrambling over the pointed rocks and at tho 
next engulphed in tho watery chasins, from 10 to 80 
feet deep that mtervoned and seperatod tho rocks. 


Once in these vortexes, oscapo was almost impossi- 
blo; especially for tho wounded all aid was impracti- 
cable from the circumstances of the troops pushing on 
ag rapidly as possible for tho breach, undor a shower 
of shots, shells, musketry and cannon balls, not omit- 
ting that destructive missilo, tho rocket, which poured, 
destruction on the column as it slowly picked its pas- 
sage over those almost insurmountable difficultios, 
Arms, legs, hoads and brains were widely seat bored 
over tho desolating scene, the colour of tho water was 
tinged with blood,that flowed from the dead and wound- 
ed, but there was no time for rofloction-man urged on 
man-and tho head of the column was soon on tho broach; 
whore most of the préceeding flank division wore lying 
dead and wounded and the romaindor al a stand still 
having lost all their officors, somo of whom lay dos- 
porately wounded, waving thoi swords aud clioorin 
the men on to the dvoadful combat. Gonoral Baird, 
who had Jed the supporting column, on reaching tha 
summit of tho breach and perceiving a ditch sixty feet 
fleep soparating tho outor from the inner wall, suddonly 
exolaimed “My God! J did not oxpect this.—Push on 
push ont’’—Hero howevextho British soldiers wavered" 
at the sight of tho inner fortification Gonoral Baird 
waving his sword infused fresh vigour into their hoarts 
by his gallant conduct and shouted “Now my bravo 
fellows | follow me and prove yoursolyes worthy of tho 
name of British soldiors.” Tho heavis of tha men ip- 
furiated by the rememberance of tho crueltios which 
their fellow country-mon had onduarod at tho lands of 
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Tippu Sultan, regained their courage and dashed for- 
ward, swooping every thing before thom, till tho Lor- 
tress was at their mercy, 


A deep and wide ditch soparated them from tho 
inger ramparts with a hoavily armod cavalier con- 
fronting them at its anglo lined with tho Sultan’s Laide 
numboring 8,000 choson men, This forcs was undor the 
personal command of Sayod Guffur, the best and 
ablost artillery general of ‘Nippu’s army, bub who foll 
while trying to cut off the ascent of tho daving sons of 
the west to the summit of tho breach, and when 
ordering his mon to repel tho attack courageously and 
to beat back tho hated Foringhi General Syed Guffur 
foll, and with him fell the imprognablo island. fortress 
which was at once dosorted by his panto striokon sol- 
diers ab the most crilical juncbure, Tho news of the 
death of Genoral Syed Guffur and of the British 
attempting to ascend the ramparts through the broach 
reached the Sultan as ho was about to tako his midda 
meal after paying off the arrears duo to his men. Ho 
is said to have scoffed atthe vory idoa and to ‘havo 
oxpressed himself as follows. What! Is my fort 
built of wax and my Syed Guffur, is ho an or¢linary 
man to fall!—im such phronzy and porploxity of 
mind he hastily took his meals and dashod out determined 
onco moro to put down his inveterato cnomies at all 
cost His prosonce roinvigoratod his mon who had boon, 
falling back and for tho last timo they followed their 
gallaut leador to fight or to die like tigavs. Mean 
‘whilo the storming party, unser tho command of Geno- 
ral Baud dividing itself into two columns marched to 
the right and loft of the breach, commanded by Colo- 
nels Dunlop and Sherbrooke respectively. Those who 
movod on to the left or along the northern ramparts 
were met with « bold and daring opposition and had 
to make their way through blood and fre. Tippu Sul- 
tan commanded in porson tho troops stationed there, but 
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he fell back defending terraco after terrace and con- 
testing every inch of gréund; back, back he foll, until 
he was driven to retreat to the sally port known as 
Hully-diddi-bagalu to the east of his palace. Hero a 
bloody coutest followed which docidod tho fato of the 
day, Tippn'’s horse was shot down undor him in at- 
tempting to geb through the gateway, and tho Sultan 
instead of joming his cavalry ontside tho walls (undor 
the command of his eldest son Futiah Wyder) docidod. 
to enter the inner, forl and defend it in the bolief that 
it was still secure, But as he was proceeding into the 
inner fortifications by the narrow dark gateway, he 
was surprised. to find that his men were retroating and 
flymg before the flank companies of H, Ms. 12th ‘hoa 
ment, who had got in by moans of a temporary platform 
(a wall or a scaffolding) according to some accounts only, 
a foot in width, connecting the inner and outor ramparts 
and which was left unremoved in tho coufusion of thie 
assault. In single file theso mon crossed it being led on 
by the gallant Captain Woodall and Sorjoant Graham 
and gaining access to the inner fortifications foll upon 
the enemy who wéro still fighting on the inner wall and. 
pushed on successfully to the gateway, whovo thoy mot 
Tippu Sullan and his mon endeavouring to onter tho 
inner fort ag their last refuge, Another account says 
that the gullont Captain Woodall who commandod the 
light company of the 12th regimont followod by his 
company, whoso numbors wero considorably diminishod 
and still falling fast from tho onemy’s muskotry, direcl 
od the assault with fatal precision from tho innor ram- 
parts.‘ Captain Woodall had not advancod abovo 200 
yards on tho right or aldng the southern raniparts 
when perceiving a narrow rugged foot-path almost 
porpondicular leading down to the bottom of the ditch 
and another of # serpentine course winding up the 
opposite inner wall, ho at once resolved with that 
bold dotermination and coolness which characteriso 
Hnglishmon, to allempt to got through tho foarful 
9 
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passago. 1To inrned io his mon, ae “Pollow mo 
my bravo boys”, and with the activity of vaquirrol was 
instantly at the bottom of tho ditch fully tosolvod by 
this bold attompt and solf-sacrifice 10 rosoue hundyods 
of his countrymon from that cortain destruction which 
tho fatal fire of tho onomy was sure of offocting from 
the innor ramparts, , 


The fioree mussalmen were so intontly occupied 
and so involved in smoke that tho movemont of Cap- 
tain Woodall and his company was nol discovered by 
them until thoy had nearly ascended the inner foot-pat 
which, being oxiromely narrow admitted but a single 
yank. The moment they were discovered mounting the 
summit Qf the path, which was crownod and crowded 
by the enomy,who with yells and intimidating gosturos 
opposed the daring hero who in dofiance of pikes, 
swords, muskets and bayonets had ascenglod to the level 
of the ramparts holding a projocting rock with his left 
and parrying the outs and thrusts with his other hand, 
Now as the British troops advanced but slowly along 
the ramparts of the outor wall every travorso of which 
was obstinately defended by tho Sultan in pergon sup- 
ported by his bravest and choicest troops, amplo timo 
was afforded to the spoctators of this daring enterpriso 
to witness the issue, As Captain Woodall thus drew him- 
self up with one hand and dexterously wicldod his sword. 
with tho other, several wore heard to oxclaim ‘what a 
vash and useless exposure?’ He was, howover an oxcoll- , 

-enb swordsman, While thus hanging by his left and 
parrying with his right, a hugo Mahamedan pushing tho 
others asido prepared to oxtorminate the now almost 
exhaustod soldier and brandished his kcen-edgod pon- 
derous scimitar as the brave Englishman was sirugeling 
to gain afirm footing on tho wall, the Aashing blado 
of the scimitar desconded with irresistible forco on 
hishelmet, ‘The sword of thedovotod Soldicr however ab” 
the seme instant severed the calf of tho Sepoy’s leg, and 
being a man of huge proportions down, ho tumbled on 
tho ramparts and wasimmodiately transfixed by tho hal- 
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bert of a, Sorjeant behind Captain Woodall. Aloud and 

animted shout from the British troops ou tho outer 
ramparts proclaimed the success of this unprocodontod 

exploit seldom surpassed in the annals of military 

history. For a fow soconds the situation of Captain 

Woodall and his Serjoant was porilous in tho oxtromo, 
completely hommed in as they were by a comprossod 
mass of the enemy, but the Captain’s presonce of mind 

nover for a momont abandoned him and with tho aid 
of the Jong halbert of tho Serjeant both contrivod to 

defend themselves successfully until tho light company, 
gradually ascondod man by man to their suppori and 
soon rolioved them from imminont danger. The British 
bayonots, thon began to play their part with a droadful 
oxccution on tho tiger sepoys who at longth flod proci~ 
pitatoly beforo this little band of hovoes whoso deter- 
mined courage histbry can never sufficiontly applaud, 
As the 12th light company had now firmly gainod 
footing on the 2nd rampart, thoy woro speedily follow~ 
od by one of the battalion companios of the rogimont, 
and this combined little foreo having cloarod tho wall 

of the sopoys and givon tho onomy fighting on tho 
outor wall, several well dirocted volloys which caused 
tho Sultan and his ationdants to mako a relrogddo 
movement, procooded over a 8rd wall into tho heart of 
the town, when tho onomy’s confusion and dismay 
amounted 15 a comploto panic. This dotachmont then 
endeavoured to rojoin the main body of tho troops, 

through a gateway thirly leot high by twonty broad, 

but hore a stop was put to their further progross, Tho 

Sulian’s troops from tho Sutcr wall poured into tho 
fortvoss through tho passago and wore cncountorod by 

the 12th light Infantry; the bablalion company having 
been detached to secure possossion of tho rampart of 
the 2nd wall a droadful conflict onsuod until thd dead 
and dying wero piled up to the very archway of the 
gale, Volloys aftor volleys of musketry were poured 
on the onemy’s ranks as they attomptod to force an 
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entrance and sword in hand soramblod over tho bodies 
of thoiy fallen comrades; repeated charges of tho 
bayonet were also mado on those who had surmounted 
the difficulty. Tho slaughter was prodigious, Tuo 
short timo volleys of muskotry from tho outside of the 
gate, announced the arrival of tho main body of the 
British troops from the outer ramparts when the 
light company ofthe 12th finding it impracticablo 
to force a passage and annoyed by the firing of 
their friends opposite returned into the town, charg- 
ing ropeatodly up the streets from whenco a shower of 
scattered shots still proclaimed » protracted rosistance. 
After driving the cuemy before them in ovory diroction 
thoy again mounted the ramparts of tho 2nd wall and 
ultimatoly ostablishod thomselves on tho strongest cava~ 
‘Ver and on alltho most imposing works of tho north 
face of the fort, thus securing a free and safo ingross for 
tho remainder of the storming party who wero still 
pouring into tho breach and along tho outward wall to 
‘the support of the advanced troops. 


The Sultan, as woll as his maddoned adhoronts, 
seing thas all hopos of repolling tho attack had vanished 
and that his favorite city was lost, fought like woundod 
tigers; but tho British bayonets uphold tho British 
honour, and gloriously won tho day. Tippu Sullan 
sovercly wounded, though not fataly, was pub into o 
pelanquin by his adherents, who begged him to pro« 
claim his rank, but ho disdained to do so, and in the 
thickness of the bie tate fight thoy forsook him. 
‘While he was gasping for life, au unknown soldiov with 
tho objoct of snatching tho rich diamond-hilich sword- 
belt worn by him, pierced the Sultan with his bayonot, 
and when he struggled shot him dead, probably bocauso 
he was not awaro of his rank and thero he lay azhidat 
a hoap of the dead and the dying till the evoning, * At 
this gatoway, the right and tho left storming parties 
met and they were not satiated with blood, till thoy 
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saw vnat overy ono or uno followers of the murdorer of 
their countrymen was extirpated, Tho united storming 
parties undor tho command of Goneral Baird puvsucd 
guoh of tho enomy who fled for rofugoto their groat 
mosquo. Hero, tho enraged Britishsoldiors drow blood. 
for blood, and did not lay down thoir arms until tho 
wholo garrison was dostroyed, JToro, flowod in stroams 
the blood of tho slain. IZore tho Brilish soldior 
oxhibited tho groatost fury and hero oxpired tho lasb 
remnant of tho forces of the greatost scourge of soulh- 
ren India. 


Major Allan was sont to inform those within tho 
palace that if thoy surrenderod immediatoly their lives 
would bo spared. Io conducted tho princes to the 
presonco of General Baird, who had himself oxpori- 
anced tho cruelty of thoir fathor. Iis mind too had 
been onraged by a roport just thon recoived that tho 
Sultan had murdored all tho Huropeans taken as pri- 
soners during the scigo, Ilo was however sensibly 
alfectod by the sight of tho princes and his gallantry 
in thofassault was not moro conspicuous than his modo- 
ration and humanity, which ho on this occasion dis- 
played. Ho veeoived tho princos with ovory mark 
of rospeat, ropoatodly assured them that no violonco 
or insult would bo offerod to thom, and placed thom in 
charge ol tivo Huroponn officers with ordors to conduel 
them to the head-quarters in camp. Thoy woro ascort- 
od by # Huropoan guard, and the troops wore ordered 
to pay them tho compliment of prosenting arms ag 
they passed. ‘Tho assault Dogan precisely at ono’o olock 
and by four in the afternoon, all firmg had consod, 
Nino thousand of the enemy, were noxt day thrown 
into the bed of a doep ditch and covorod with sand. 


Tn tho gatoway of slaughtor was discavoro tho 
dead body of the onco powerful Tippu Sultan, evidont- 
ly killod by one of the 12th light infantry company ; 
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“he was under a heap ofscvoral hundred dead bodies, 
and as the resisteice mado to his.re-entrance into the 
town was solely by this company, the actual cause and 
actors in his death, avo self evident, Had it not been 
for this noble attack and consequent success by which 
the rampart of the 2nd wall was:cleared of the enemy, 
the capture of Seringapatam would have been at least, 
retarded, if not abandoned for that: season, as the 
following day torrents of rain fell among the distant 
mountains, which inundated tho river and rendered it 
totally impassable; nor was thoro any other possible 
mode of obtaining possossion of the inner wall, oxoept 
by this fortunate discovery of tho pathway, which 
was carried under such very appalling circumstances: 
50,000 dead bullocks lay about tho British camp, ron- 
dering it completely pestilential; rice not enough even 
for a day remained for the consumption of the troops 
and had the ‘rains flooded tho river ond day earlior, the 
British must have burnod their camp equipago and 
destroyed their battering train, and been: compelled to 
makea hasty and disastrous retreat, followed. andl. 
hayassed by atleast sixty ‘thousand of the onomy’s ca-' 
valry during ‘the wholo of their march to tho Oarnatia 
of about. 200 miles, Had..the 2nd wall remained in 
possession of the onemy 24-hours longor a still more dis« 
-astrous fate might have attended the army, tho picked 
‘men. of the force that gained the inner ramparts would 
probably have beon taken prisoners, ard the remaind- 
erin camp'exposed to almost inevitable destruction. 
When the palaco was secured, Tippu Sultan was search~ 
ed for in every corner of the building, The Killa- 
dar in a most-solomn manner, stated that the Sultan 
was not there, but that lie had beon wounded during 
the fight.and was lying in a gateway on the northern 
side of the fort. After some search, Tippu’s palan- 
quin was discovered and beneath it lay a porson-wound- 
ad;: but not‘dead; and who was afterwards found. to be 
Raja Khan, ono of the. Sultan’s. most. confidential 
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sorvants, who had attondod.on his mastér duving the: 
whole of that fatal day. ‘Chis person pointed out the 

spot where the Sultan had fellen and related that one. of 
the soldiors seizod his sword belt (which was very rich- 
ly ornamented) and attempted to pull it off; that tho 
Sultan, who still held his sword in his hand made a 
cut at the soldier with all his yomaining strongth and 
wounded him about.tho kneo and that the soldier then 

shot the Sultan through tho tomple, when ho instant: 

ly expired. The body of Tippu .was warm whon it 

was first discovered and the eyes were open. Colonol 

Wellesley and Major Allan, were for a fow moments 

doubtful whether he was dead or not.. Tho body had 

fottr gun shot, (threo in the trunk and one in tho temple) 

and eighteen bayenot wounds, and was conveyed 

- to the palace, Next evening the remains, of ‘Pippu 

Sultan were interred with full military honours in the 
Mausoleum which ho had erected for, his father at tho 
Lal-Bagh, hose of tho garrison, who wore wound- 
--ed were afterwards attonded to by the British Sur- 

goons at the great. mosque. Monsiour Chapuy and most 

of the Monch who held commissions from their Govern+ 
men, surrendered thomselves arid wore mado prison-- 
evs of war.. ‘Che fort of Soringapatam was captured 

by the British, on Saturday, now Moon, in the mouth 

of Chaitra, in the yoar Shiddarthy, 4th. May, 1799,

THE CONDUCT OF THE SULTAN DURING . 
: THE ASSAULT. 


The Sultan wont out early in the morning a8. wag 
his custom daily to one of the cavaligrs of: the outer 
rampart of the north face, whenco he could observe 
what. was going-on both sides,: and remained thero till 
about noon, whon he ‘took his usual ropast. undov-a 
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pandal. Jt weuld appear, that he had at that timo, 
no suspicion of the assault being so near; for when it 
was reported to him that British parallols and approach~ 
es were unustally crowded, with men, he did not 
express the loast approhonsion nor take any other pro- 
caution, than desiring tho messonger to roturn to the 
wost face with orders to Syod Uaflur who was with the 
troops on duty near the brouob, to koep a strict wateh, 


A fow minutes afterwards he was informed that 
Syod Gaflur had been killod by a cannon shot near tho 
breach (on the cavalior of tho inner fortifications), 
which intolligenco appoarad to agitate him groatly. 
He immodiately ordered the troops that wore near him 
undor arms, and. his porsonal servants {o load tho car- 
bines which they carricd for his own uso, and hasten- 
ed along tho outer ramparts towards tho broach ac- 
companied by @ seloct guard and soveral, of his chiofs, 
and met a number of his troops, flying before the van 
of the British, who had already mounted and gainod 
the ramparts. Ho oxerted to rally tho fugitives, and 
uniting them with bis own guard encouraged them b 
his voice and examplo to make a detormined stand. 
Ho repoatodly fired on tho British troops himself, and 
it is,assertod that his gun brought down sovoral British 
soldiers noar the breach. 


Notwithstanding his oxertions, whon tho front of 
tho flank companios of attack approached tho spot 
where he stood, Tippu found himself almost entiroly 
desorled, and was forcod to retire to tho travorses of 
the north ramparts, which,ho defondod one after tho 
other,, With the bravest of his brave men and ollicers 
and assisted by the firo of his troops on tho innor wall, 
ho several times repulsed the front of the British 
troops, who were pushing on with their usual stoadi- 
ness and order. 


The loss here would hava boon much greator on 
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the part of the British, had not the Light Tofantry and 
part of the 12th ‘Rogiment, crossing tho innor ditch, 
and mounting tho rampart, driven tho enemy from 


them and taken in rear thoso who with the Sultan hwor'o 
defending the traverses of the outer ramparts, 


While any of the troops romaingd with tho Sultan, 
he continneil ‘to dispute the ground, until ho approached 
the passage across the ditch.to the gato of tho innor 
fort; hero he complained of pain and weakness in ono 
of his legs in which ho had rocoived a bad wound whon 
very young, and ordering his horso to he brought, 
mounted it; but seeing the British, still, advancing, on. 
both the inner and tho outer ramparts, he, mato for 
the gate followed by his palahquin and a ntmber of 
officers, troops and servants. It was thon probdbly, 
his intention either to onter the juner fort and shut tho 
gata, in order. ‘to attack the small body ‘of British 
troops who had got thore, and succecd, in driving 
them out, to’ maintain tho fort ‘against tho British, or 
to endeavour to mako his way: to dhe palaco and thoto 
make his last stan®; but as ho was prossing 10 tho 
innor ce by the communication from tho oytor ram-~ 
part, ho reccived a muskot ball én tho right sido, 
nearly as high as the broast. Ilo howovors prossod. 
on, till he was stopped, about half way through tho. 
arch of the gateway, by tho fire of tho 18th Tight 
Infantry from within, when ho roceived a socond ball 
Glose to the other. The horse ho rode on boing also 
wounded, swooned undey him, and his turban fell to 
the ground, Many of hisgpcople foll at tho samo timo 
on every sido by musketry, both from within and with- 
out the gate. 


The fallen Sultan was immediately raisod up by 
some of his adheronts and placed in his palanquin undor 
tho arch on one side of the gatoway’ where he lay for 
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some minutos lamt and oxhausted till somo British 
soldiers onterod tho gatoway, 


A sorvant who survived, related, that ono of the 
: soldiers soized the Sultan’s sword bolt which wag vary 
rich and attempted to pull it off, that the Sultan who 
stil held his sword in his hand mado a out at the 
soldier with all his remaining strength and wounded 
him about the kneo ‘and that tho soldier put his picce 
to his shoulder and shot the Sultan through the temple, 
when he instantly expired. 


, Not less than three hundrod mon were killod and 
numbors ‘wounded’ undor tho arch of this gateway 
which soe becamo impassablo on account of the bodies 
doad and dying. 


® About dusk, General Baird, in consequence of 
information he had received at tho palace, camo with 
lights to tle gate accompanied by Mir ‘Nadum, tho 
lalledar of tho fort, and, othors, to search for the body 
of the Sultan, and after much labowr it was found and 
brought from under a heap of slain to tho insido of 
the’ gate the countenance was in no way distortad, but 
had no oxprossion of composuro; his turban, jackot 
and sword belt were gono, but tho body was recog~ 
nized by somo of his pooplo who wore thoro to bo 
podsha, and an officer who was present, with tho por- 
mission of Sir Dayid Baird, took off from his right arm 
‘The Talisman’ which contained sowed up in picees of 
fine flowered skill, an amulét of a brittle, whitish, 
motallié substanco and some manuscripts in magic 
Arabic and Porstan charactors, the purport of which, 
had {hore beon any doubt, would havo suiliciently 
ascertained the indontity of tho 8ullans’s body. It was 
placed in his own paldnquin and by Gonoral Baird's 
ordors convoyod Lo tho court of tho palace, whero ‘it 
‘somained during tho night, furnishing 9 romarkublo 
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instange, to those who are given to reflection, of tho 
uncertainty of buman affairs, To who had‘left hiy 
palace-in the morning a powerful imperious Snitan full 
of vast. and ambitious projects; was brought back a 
lump of clay, his kingdom overthrown, his capital taken 
and his palace occupied by the very man, (Conoral 
Baird) who about filleen years before, had beon, with 
other victims of his cruclty and tyrany rologsed from 
near fotv years of rigid confinomont in irour—scarco , 
. three hundred yards from the spot, whero the body of 


the Sultan now lay!”

1809—Tum Moriny at Sunmearatan.—Tho poace 
that prevailed in Seringapalum was disturbod in 1809 
by Col. Boll, the Commandant of the garrison at 
Seringapatam, who manifesting his feclings of indig- 
nation openly at tho proceedings of Sir George Barlow, 
the Governor of Madras, depriving tho Commander-in- 
Chiof of a seat in Council and roquiring all officers to 
sign tho test of allegiance, the fortress was onco moro 
mounted with cannon; but tho tido of events durning 
favorably in other parts of tho country, Col, Boll 
submitted to the ordors of the Government. 


1809—-On tho 11th of August 1809, an engago- 
ment took place near Seringapatom, whore tho * Rana 
Kambha” (war pillar) known as Wobb’s Monument now 
stands. ‘This rction took placo betweon & dotachment 
of Mysore Iorse wndor the command of Bakshis Rama 
Rao and Bhima Rao by order of Sir Arthur Cole, the 
British Resident in the Mysoro Court, and two batta- 
lions of British Native Infantry undor the ‘command, 
of Col, Mackintosh marching from Chitaldrug to join 
the disaffected garrigon at Soringapatam. Col. Mackin- 
tosh was totally defeated and taken. prisonor, with two 
guns and two colors and edelivered into tho hands of 
Col, H, Davies commanding Mysore Division. This 
affair led.to the spol being namod tho ‘*Rana Kambha’’ 
or tho Pillar of Bloodshed.

MISCMLLANEOUS NOTES. 


1853—Tue pigrorpancn at SuRINGAPATAM,——T[h mist. 
bo notod that this onco most turbulout fort, was tho 
scene of 8 disturbance so late as 1852, a silly act of a 
common Hindu accounting for it, It would appear 
that a man by tho namo Chana, (a duffadar of the 
Seringapatam Kundachar Police forco) was then in 
the habit of trading in swine, Io used to grazo thom 
on tho ground surrounding the Mazida-aulah, (‘The 
Groat Mosquo), Tho owners of the mosquo wore, of 
course, avorso to thoso animals feeding near their place 
of worship, and often warned Chama to put a slop Lo 
this practice, Chama would not liston to them and 
the swine continued to grazo. The Mahomedans thon 
threatonod him that they would shoot tho animals dead, 
if they again saw them near tho Mosque. Chama off- 
ended at this, attempted to wreak his rovongo on the 
Mahamedans, and with this objoct ho foolishly imprint- 
ed his palm which was stainod with pig’s blood on the 
walls of the mosque. Whon tho Mahomodans saw this, 
they concludod that ib was the act of Uhama, thoir 
opponent. Thoy then assembled togothor and vowod to 
moto out proper punishmont to tho offender, They 
proclaimod amongst themsolvos ‘that all who follow 
Islam will show ontorpriso in this affair and thoso 
. that shrank would be considered Kathrs,’ Mussulmon. 
flocked into Soringapatanf from all adjacent places, 
and the word ‘Khathul’ or slaughter echood in overy 
corner of the fort. TheMahomedaus spread Carpols 
on_tho largo plain in front of tho Kutwal’s Choultry 
and held a Council, in which it was docided 10 destroy 
all Hindu templos in tho fort, The gatos of thoso'tem- 
ples were therefore closed against them tho wholoday, 
and not a door of a Hindu house or shop was loft open, 
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Chama wyas approhonded and hanged head downwards 
and choppod with a scythe. They then rushed into 
tho stvects, ropeating tho word ‘Khathul,’ hokling the 
swords in their hands, and commitied many atrocious 
dedda, besides mutilating the goddoss Mari, by knoek~ 
ing off her Joft arm and nose. When tho nows venched 
Mysore, Colonel«T Clork, Suptt. of the Ashtagrany 
Division and Dr, Campbell, the Durbar Surgeon, arri- 
ved at Soringapalam on the morning of the 18th Nov. 
1852, and found that tho state of the town was in con~ 
fusion, that tho people were helpless and alarmed, and 
that tho Meahtomedan population was oxciled. They 
immediately returned to Mysore, and dospatched a 
body of the Silladar horge to guard tho Fort, On the 
following morning the abovo named officers returnol lo 
Seringapatam and roquostod Colonel Schonza, com-~ 
manding the 25th TY, M’s Bordorors, thon on ils way 
to Caynanore, to march into the fort, and tako by 
surpriso the exciled Mahomodan mob, This they 
did, and order and peace wero onco moro réstorod. 
This dreadful ovent, an ovont which almost rocallod 
to the momory of tho survivors those of the momorable 
Ath of May 1799, oceurcd on tho 18th and 19th of 
Novombor 1852, 


1857-—A, Spark rrom vin Murmy or 1857. Tho 
turbulont flamo of tho Sopoy Mutiny of 1857--68, 
transmitted a spark to this once turbulent island also. 
yA sage by namo, Maha Purnsha, was suspected of 
having boen in correspondencé with tho onemios, and 
ho was arrested sbeforo his plans wero matured. ‘This 
man was a native of Nortiern India and resided in a 
stone Choullry at Seringapatam, on the banks of tho 
river Cauvory, making the inhabitants heli¢ve that ho 
possossod the art of alchomy, foeding thom liberally 
and porforming sevoral ceromonios, .A disciplo of this 
sago, Gopaul Doss, (a Gomastha of the lato renowned 
aillionaire Daimothara Doss) was also arrosted on the 
sate suspicion. 
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Gonersl Moyd.—Comparison is made of Goneral Jobin 
Woyd and Rest Sahib commonly called Benki Nuboly 
Sahib by Mahomedan tradition, Soyd and his horso- 
men are said Lochave been as oqually cruel and vapaci- 
ous inpillaging, plundoring and burning whole villagos 
and destroying standing crops as was Bonki Nabob 
Sahib and his men. Thus both the Hast India Company 
aud the Sultan, gloried in impetous and head strong 
leaders and followers of like disposition, 


Colonel Wellesly, (aftewards Duke of Wellington), 
after an unsuccessfnl sortie on the 5th April 1799 at 
the head of the 88:d Regiment against the elephant 
battorics at Sultanpett, was struck on the kneo with 
a spent ball, wher it ig said, he was confused, advanced 
into the woods and followed the onomy, mistaking the 
crowds who woro flying for rofuge into the fort to be 
the British, but fortunately recognizing them in time 
to be the enomy, quitcly stole away and having wan- 
dered *for somo honrs in the darknoss regained the 
British camp in safety. Thus one of England’s ablost 
Genorals narrowly escaped from falling into tho hands. 
ol the enemy, ~ 


General Modows, in 1'792, contrary to the opinion 
of Lord Cornwallis, attacked tho battery at Somwar- 
pet, a north-western suburb of Seringapatam, whero a 
bloody contest ensued, in which tho General sustained 
a very heavy loss. {Te roturnod to his tont, loaded 4 
pistol and aimed it at himsolf ; fortunately tho bal did 
nob wound him morilally. , Wearing the report, Col. 
Malcolm onterod the tent and finding  socond pistol 
in the Goneral’s hand roady to put an end to his life, 
snatched ‘the samo away, Lord Cornwallis immodiatoly 
visited the Gonora], congolod him and offorod thanks to 
the Almighty. f2 


The Rey, Abbe Dubois. —This yotoran Missionary 
obtained tho permission of Tippu to visit his enormous 
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stores of provisions. Tippu, it is said, ontortained a 
marked hatrod towards this Ministor of Christ, agi 
arraugod with his confidential officers who wore in 
eharge of the stores to throw him' into a val or tank 
fall of rancid ghoo, when ho approachod. ib. Somchow, 
the good and venorablo Missionary, ib is said, onbwil- 
tod the plot and thus was saved ono of tho bost plo- 
noers of tho Christian religion that India had. 


Di owdiah Waugh, a Maharatla froobootor in tho 
sorvios of the Sultan, was a bravo and dashing ollleor, 
To was forcibly circumcised, and was named Mullik 
Juban Khan and chainod in ove of tho dungeons of the 
fort by order of the Sultan. He was released by thé 
British after tho siego, and taking advantago of his 
liberty, he presonted himsolf bofore Fatteh Iyder 
(Mir Lashkar) for service, Seoing no change of war 
being continued, he oscaped and collected marandors 
around him and commited groat deprodation nud 
ravages in the newly acquired torrilorios, At Mast his 
gang was completely destroyed, and disporsod by 
Golonel Wollesely and Dhondiah himsolf was slain ab 
Conahgull near Raichur. 


Hyder Ali, knowing Tippu’s fanaticism and pas- 
gion for sacrilege of Ilindu sacrod buildings, ib appears, 
left him strict injunctions nob to moddlo with blio 
threo most famous tomplos in his dominions, viz: 


1. The idot standing, (tho templo of Chelva Raya 
Swami) at Melkote, , 


. The idol sitting, (the tomplo of Nanjundoswara) 
at Nanjangud. 


3. Lhe idol reclining, (the templo of Sri Range- 
nathaswami) at Seringapatam. 


#, Mir Sadale was the most inflnontial and [nvorite 
minister of Tippu. He si said to havo beon, during tho 
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reign of Tippu tho roal cause of all tho misery and 
oryeliy to tho people, which greatly contrilutod to 
the downfall of the Saltan’s Government. Ilo fol), 
while altompting to’ got through the Bangaloro gato- 
way, by tho hands of a Mahomedan sentry at tho 
gate, in the confusion of the assault on the momorallo 
4ih May, 1799, Ilis body was exposed for nearly three 
days to tho insults of tho people, who il is said, spat 
on it as they passed by, and tiod a shoo to it ag n 
mark of contempt. ‘ho name ‘Mir Sadak’ has bo- 
comes houschold torm or saying, and is made use of 
to any one that betrays his trust 


Dewan Parnaiya, Bakshi of the Thosi-Khana or 
Treasury was at tho head of tho Financial Dopartinent 
in tho administration of Lyder Ali, During tho reign 
of Tippu, ho onjoyod the groatost influence and autho- 
rity in the realm, next to Mir Sadak, Ho was appoint- 
ed Regent in 1799, after the sioge, to administor the 
aflairs*of the state during tho minority, of tho late 
Maharaja, In Decamber 1811, whon the reins of the 
Government were assumod by the lato Maharaja, 
Purniaya roburned to Seringapatam, Ile was a man, of 
oxtraordinary abilities, cminont public voal, integrity, 
judgment and energy; and to this dislinguishod minisier 
must bo ascribed tho success of the monguros which 
wore adopled for tho scttlemont of Mysore, and the 
happy and prosperous condition of this now flourishing 
Proyinco, Purnaiya died on the 29th March 1812, 


Mere Konaervpin Atmgnan,—Nabob Moor Mainn« 
din Alikhan of Gurumkonda had a son Nabob Moer 
Reza Alikhan and a daughter Falkrunnissa Begum, 
(the mothor of Tippu Sulian of Mysore), Nabob Moar 
Reza Allikhan had two sons,—(Meor Kummorndin 
Alikban and Moer Mahomad Alikhan), Meor Kummeru- 
din Alikhan, the eldost, was the Cammander of fhe 
Sultan’s Army (on whom a personal Jahgir in the 
District of Gurumkonda equal to 70,000 Kantorai 
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Pagodas, was grantod in the Tripartite troaty of Mysore 
1799) died issueless in 1800, , 

Meer Mahamed Alikhan the youngest had a son 
Syed Meer Mahamed Alikhan alias Badshah Sahib 
(aid-de-camp to Il, H.the Maharajah Krishna Reja 
Wodyar Bahadur). Badshah Sahib has 2 sons, Moor 
Kamaludin Alikhan and Meer Nizamuddin Alikban, 
who are now Assistant Commissioners in the service, 
of the Mysore Government.

Tau Surincaratan Mupan 1791 ano 1792.—This 
is of silver. On one side of it, is the offigy of an Eng~ 
lish soldier holding the British Standard, half unfurled 
with a distant view of the fortifications of Seringapa- 
tam, On the reverse are the following words in Persian, 
“Struck in the year 1'79! and 1792.” (Hogire 1202), 
“A momento of the self sacrificing devotion of tho gey- 
vants of the British Government in Mysore.” 


The medal of 1799 is 14 inches in diamoter, On 
one side of itis reprosentod the storming of the broach 
of Seringapatm, with the meridian sun donoling tho 
fimo of the storm, and the following insoription in 
Petsian underneath: “Che Fort of Seringapatam, tho 
Gift of God; 28th Zikhyada H, 1218.”

2 Tan Oarrrvery-or Navive Crnretians By Trepy 
Surman 1784.—~On o cortain new moon. day in . the 
month of Magha in the Hindu year of Krodhi, 4. ey. 
February 1784, a strict injunction proceeded from. the 
Imperial Sultan of Mysoro to-all tho Vouzdars. and 
Amildars of the Barkur, Kundapur, and other taluks. 
(comprising the prevont districts of Mangalore and 
Konkan of the western coast), ordering them to take 
a.census of all native. Christians in their. respective 
Naluks, and to arrange them into batches of some tom 
thousand each. On that unfortunato day, their places 
of worship were destroyed, houses. pillaged, property 
confiscatod, and their gurus or priests were forced to: 
take refuge’ in the Portuguese territory of Goa,’ The: 
unlucky followers of the oross wero the descendants of 
those convorts who were delivered from the thraldom 
of idolatry. and ‘heathonism and ‘brought into: the-praci- 
‘ous fold of tho Saviour by the wonderful preadhing 
that zealous apostlo of Christ to. India, Francis Xavier. 
When these native Christians were numbored they wore 
found to bo 80,000, Hach batch, or band, consisting of: 
"10,000 persons, was placed under a military guard with 
Strict martial orders, and: wore directed to ‘proceed. 
by forced: marches by way of Nagar-or Bednore, then: 
the second city, in the Sultan’s Khodadud kingdom, 
and from thence these:poor wretches, exposed to.all

“."" As soon as they wore settled, orders were issted 
to the military department. to recruit some 16,000 
young or middle-aged mon that could carry’: arms. 
from, among the captive Christians, A scrutinising 
search was made, and about 15,000 men: wero chogen 
for the army, ond ultimately thoy were formed into 
fifteen battalions of infantry and ‘sont out to be: drilled 
and disciplined. After a lapse of some time these 
men were ‘forcibly circumcised, and made to embrace . 
Islam, Not ono.of them could rosist the bhazis who 
performed. the operation of circumoision They all 
gently submitted themselves to the ‘will of the oper- 
ators, and. at the samo time thoir lips. were forced 
to mutterthe bulma ortho Islamic article. of faith; ' 
Theso convorts were stylod “Ahmedeos,”? the beloved 
of God or the choson of God. Ibis also anid. that the 
young womon who belonged to tho families of these 
unfortunate men were taken away by force from amon, 
thom satid: given ‘in marrigge to Mabomadany; an 
some 200 of tho. most comely among them wore sent 
to the Sultan's harem. Those that-resisted tho ‘servants 
or hurikara of the Sultan from carrying out this’ work 
of snatching away the girls by. foroe were most bar- 
~barously. treated. ..All the ordinary men:that' opposed 
em were made. to receive 500 blows with: the shoe, or 
qual number of lashes from whips ofthe tamarind .. 
whilo the influential or leading mien that resisted’: 
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them were pumsned by having. their ears or noses 
lopped off, ‘hus. the whole race of native Christians, 
who were so miserably and sadly deported to Seringu- 
ypatam from their western homes;.were either forced to 
embrace Islam or bled to. death. 


Tt is also said that ono of the captive Christian, 
while serving as.a. personal attendant of Tippy Sultati 
acgompanied him in ono of his inoursions thto"thé 
Travancore territories, Tho Sultan was being carried 
in a palanquin, when suddenly the enomy was seen to 
surround him. The Native Christian attendant then 
quickly persuaded his mastor to exchange his. garments 
for those humbler ones of his own, and as the Sultah, 
got down and effected his escape along with his.‘ other 
followers, the Christian servant took. lis, seat in the 
palanquin. When the enemy approached, thoy mis- 
took the Christian for tho Snltan, and killed him ot 
the spot. ot 





Even though a native Christian was tho cavise' of 
his narrow escape from.the clutches of death, yet the: 
Sultan. was so adamantine as to bo impervious to “all 
entreaties made for liberty by tho: native Christians: 
who had-been brought away from their doat hortes 
into tho Ngyptian. bondage at Seringapatam. It is also 
stated that on one occasion when ‘l'ippn Sultan, give: 
ord. rs to dismantle the Christian place’ of worship:'at 
Seringapatam one Serappal Chetty a gallant’ Christian: 
Colonel in the Sultan’s army, was bold enough to warn 
the Sultan that desperate efforts would bo mado by his: 
people, if he resorted to such a sacrilege. Afler Sara- 
ppal Chotty’s. death, the place of Christai ivorship 
was razed‘ to the ground, -Many of those Chiistahs;: 
who had-been forcibly converted to’ Mahanimadanign” 
lived and died: without ever seing a friend: and Wi 
out--receving. the. sacred -rites. at the tine: 
death. They kept: up: Christian: worship: 
dangers and trials they used. to moet for prayer during ° 
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the night in the under gronnd vaults near: their dwvel-. 
lings. "There they kneeled down with folded. hands 
and offered their humble supplications to the’ Divine 
Incarnate Son of God to deliver them from temptation .

There is likowise, in the palace of the Maharaja of 
Mysore, anothor automation figure of a tiger, life size, 
so seb on springs, that Tippu could mako it take aloap 
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and light on tho porgon of any unsuspecting visitors 
who of course imagined that ho was assailod by a living 
tiger, to tho groal merriment of the monarch. 


Tippu looked overy ingh a yallant prince. Io 
wore a jacket of a light color with fino chinta trousers 
and asilken sash of ted tingo. On horseback, he 
woro a coat of red with tiger stripos embroidered with 
gold,and aturban of a green hue encireled hy gold band. 
siuddod with pearls. A brooch was fastonod to the 
front of tho turban from which a plume of roso colt 
was woighed down with the weight of a splondid jewel 
abits ond. Anombroiderod sword bolt siuddod with 
precious stones encircled his waist, in which ho carriod 
a handsomo daggor. Io was corpulont, fair eomplox- 
joned and round faced, with largo black eyes and an 
aquiline nose. Tis countenance was intelligent and he 
omitteil a crucl fierce light from his eyes. Ilo wore a 
moustache and no beard; ho was by religion a Suni, 
Tippu Sultan was beginning to assume to himself a 
position co-equal to that of Mohamud the Prophet) and 
he began to think that il was his mission to convort all 
men to the faith of Islam, TIo was ono of tho foromost 
soldiors and most powerful of tho Prineos in India. 
Tho name of Tippu’s preocopber who usod to vido with 
him was Ghazi hon, :

Ro- 
cently, when Hyder, whé was in our sorvico, proved 
a tvaiter to us, pul to death many of onr relatives and 
dependants, plundered the palaco four times, and 
with tho means obtaincd there, conqnered conntrics 
and bogan to defy us, we unablo to bear Tydor’s perso- 
yoution, thus reasoned with ourselves :-—* Tho English 
aro a jusl and wise people. By cultivating their 
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friendship, we may enjoy happiness and safety for a 
long time, And in the Hindu year Pramathi, we 
communicated our intention through Mohamed Alli, 
to the then Governor of Madras. Mohamed Alli in 
reply said: ‘If you will cancel the stipulations for the 
cession of Trichinopoly and surrender the bond given 
by me to Nanjaraj for the loan taken from him at 
Srirangam during the strife with Chanda Saib, we will 
restore liberty to Katti Gopal Rajaiyya, your father 
and with him send English troops to put down Hyder 
and re-establish your rule, As Mohamed Ali took a 
solemn oath to abide by his words, the same year wo 
sent our agent to the then Governor of Madras, A few 
years after, relying upon the assurances of Lord. Pigott 
wwe sent our Pradan Tirumal Rao to him. Lord Pigott: 
is not, however, to blame; he became involved in 
serious trouble, Again in the Hindu year Subbu Kritu 
Lord Macartney held out some encouragement and 
many people promised to support us. The design to 
capture Tippu and restore our rule was revealed to him 
by some wicked persons, when it was about to be 
executed, and the revenge he took resulted in the 
massacre of seven hundred men, women and children. 
What took place in the Hindu year Sadharana during 
the time of General Meadows is well known to you. 
When peace had been coneluded with the English, 
Tippu listening to the words of his French advisers 
by some secret ineans brought about the death of tha 
Raja, plundered the palace and drove us out from thence, 
stripped us of our apparel, leaving us only with the 
cloth we have on, and now keeps us in close confine- 

.ment. We have recently heard that the Almighty 
conferred on you high distinctions, and sent you to 
this country, doubtless to relieve us from our miseries.’ 
We have also heard that you are generous, good in- 
tentioned and, pious; we therefore seek your proteg-: 
tion. “Take pity on us; look to Fame, Justice and God, 
rid us of this enemy, and restore our country to us 
according to former agreements,” 
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Mr. Webbe replying to this lotter on tho 16th of 
April 1799, wrote :— 


“The three letters you gent, one to me, one to 
His Lordship of Bengal, and one to His Lordship hero, 
your Pradhan Tirumal Rao, delivered to mo, and they 
gave us much ploasure.” 


“ Your Pradhan Tirumal Rao has for a long period 
continued to give us every information respocting you, 
and their Lordships solemnly promise to serve you—a 
fact which your Pradhan must have mentioned to you. 
You may rest assured that there will be no end to our 
friendship. We have now declared war against Tippu. 
But we know not what.will be the result. God only 
knows it. I cannot write much on that head, but after 
the war is over, they will attend to your business. | 
‘There is no doubt.” 





From the Mysore Commissioners to the Governor 
General, dated 25th Juno 1799, 


To Tur Barn or Mornineron, &e. &0., 
Fort St, Georgo. 
My Lord, 

1, Having signified through Purneah, to tho 
family of the. Rajah, the gonoral outline of your [ ord- 
ship’s intentions, with respect to-Iis Highnoss, wo 
received a written answer to our communication, of 
which the enclosed is a translation. 


2. In consequence ef these communications it 
appears to us proper, that the members of the Com- : 
mission should wait upon the Rajah, without delay; 
we accordingly yesterday signified through Purneah, 
to His Highness and to his family, our intention of 
paying our personal respects 1o thom in the courso of 
the oycning, 7 ; 


8. We proceeded to His Highnoss’ residonoe 
16 
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accompanied by Purneah, whom we thought it proper 
should be present at this first interview. Although 
every preparation was made for our reception, it is not 
easy to describe to your Lordship the state of misery 
in which we found this persecuted family. 


4, A portion of the apartment, in which we were 
received was concealed from our view by a curtain, 
behind which the Rana and the other female members 
of the family, were stationed, 


5. We were received by the male part of the 
family, with expressions of gratitute and joy, propor- 
tioned to the magnitude of the benefits conferred on 
them, and to the state of indigence and obscurity from 
which they were relieved. We again communicated, 
as we had dono before, through Purneah, the general 
outline of your Lordship’s proposed arrangement and 
your intentions with respects to the Rajah. The Rana, 
in reply expressed through one of her attendants the 
lively sense which she entertained of your Lordship’s 
clemency, which had raised her and her family from 
the lowest pitch of human misery, to that station of 
which they had been deprived by tyranny and usurpa- 
tion. She dwelt particularly on ‘the persecution to 
which she and her family had been exposed, from the 
cruel, savage, and relentless disposition of the late 
Tippu Sultan; but she added, that the generosity of 
the Company having restored the ancient rights of he, 
house in the person of her grandson, had opened to 
her a prospect of passing the remnant of her days in 
peace.

6, The Rajah, who is said to be five years oldr 
is of a delicate habit, his complexion is rather fair than 
otherwise, and his countenance is very expressive. He 
betrayed some symptoms of alarm on our first arrival, 
but these soon dirappearcd. He seems to be of a timid 
disposition and to have suffered considerably from 
restraint. 
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7, We have the honor to inform your Lordship, 
that the partition of the country, and the elevation of 
the Rajah to the musriud was duly proclaimed.

From the Mysore Commissioners to the Governor 

General, dated 80th June 1799. . 

To Tur Hart or Mornineton, &e. &o, &e. 
My Lord, 

1. We have the honor to inform your Lordship, 
that Purneah having reported to us, on the 25th in- 
stant, that the Brahmins had fixed on the 30th of 
June, as the most auspicious day for placing Kistna 
Rajah Wodiyar on the Musnud of Mysore, we resol- 


vecl.that the ceremony should accordingly be perform- 
ed on that day. 


2. Weatthe same time communicated to Lt: 
General Harris our wish, that he would, if possible 
assist in person on this occasion. 


3. His Excellency; in consequence came hither 
from camp yosterday morning, attended by his suite, 
and an escort of Huropean Cavalry for the occasion, 


4, The Rajah and his family removed some days 
ago from Seringapatam to the old town of Mysore, 
where the best preparation’ were made for the accom- 
modation, which circumstances would admit. 


5, This morning, the members of the Commission, 
accompaniod by Meer Allum and his son Meer Dowran 
and preceeded by H, H. the 12th Regiment of Root, 
proceeded to the residence of the Rajah, who was 
placed on the Musnud about noon,under three vollies 
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of Musketry from the troops on the spot and a royal 
salute from the guns of Seringapatam., 


6, The ceremony of placing the Rajah in the 
Musnud was performed by Lt: General Harris as 
Senior Member of the Commission and by Meor Allnm, 
each of them taking a hand of His Ilighness on tho 
oocasion. His Excellency the Cammandor-in-Chiof; 
some time after delivered to the Rajah, tho Seal and 
Signet of the Raj. 


7, The deportment of the young Princo during 
the ceremony was remarkably decorous, considoring 
the untoward ciroumstances which had preceeded his 
elevation, and confirmed the opinion which we had 
formed of him at our first visit to him. 


8. Wehad great pleasure in informing your 
Lordship that Gholam Alikhan, Ali Reza, Budru- 
zemaun Khan, and Syed Mohamud Khan spontaneously 
attended on this occasion, ‘The Mceer-Suddoor was, 
prevented, we understand by indisposition, 


: 9, After taking leavo of tho Rajah, we partook 
of an entertainment which had been provided for us in 
an adjoining choultry, 


10. The inauguration having takon place undor 
an open Pendal, the spectators wero very numoyous ; 
and it would be difficult to desaribe the joy which was 
visible in the countenanco of all tho Hindus presont.

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Minute by the Most Noble the Governor General, 
dated Seringapatam, 2nd November 1856. 


1. My journey through the Mysore territories 
has afforded me an opportunity of visiting this memo- 
rable fortress, the scene of events most glorious to the 
British name, and of happy augury for the people of 
Mysore. 


2, There are two objects within the island which 
are well worthy of the protection of the supreme 
Government, and which call for its respectful care, 


8. The first of these objects is the Tomb in which 
rest remains of Hyder Ali Khan and of Tippu Sultan. 
The structure is well preseryed as far as the means of, 
its guardians will permit, its interior and the gardens 
by which it is surrounded are well kept, and it is 
under the immediate charge of one of Tippu Sultan’s 
family. But it already feels the pressure of the hand 

. of time, The endowments are insufficient for maintain- 
ing it in completo repair and some portions of it, 
more especially the inlaid doors, have already become 
dilapidated, 


4, Tho Tomb is itself an imposing structure and 
an interesting specimen of the style of art which marked 
the days and the dynasties that are passed, The Court 
of Directors have most cheerfully and liberally given 
their sanction to the general expenditure, which I pro~ 
posed to make for the purpose of preserving such a work 
of art, for the instruction and gratification of geno~ 
rations that shall come after. In this particular in- 
stance I feel certain that I correctly interpret the 
sentiments of the Honourable Court when recording my 
belief that it would be their especial desire to manifest 
an enduring respect for the last resting place of brave 
and fallen enemies. 


5 
5. I shall therefore request the Commissioner to 
take measures for replacing the worn out inlaid doors 
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of the Tomb, and for expending such sums upon it 
from time to time as may be required for its propor re~ 
pair, whenever the funds of the ondowmonts may be 
inadequate to meet such expense, 


6. The second object on the island to which I havo 
alluded, is the House in the Daulat Bagh, which was 
long occupied by the Duke of Wellington, then Colonol 
Wellesley, after the fall of Seringapatam, and when 
he held charge of the Mysore Territories. 


7, This mansion, formerly a garden house of © 
‘ippu Sultan, is traditionally known on the spot as 
the residence of ‘Wesley Sahib’, and I have just now 
seen and talked with an aged man, who remembers 
and describes his residing in it, This building, which 
has been unoccupied for some time past and in which 
T now write these words, is visibly falling into decay. 
It is a purely eastern residence, and somo of the walls 
are covered with paintings executed by tho orders of 
Tippu and still traceable though greatly faded, which 
represented the defeat of the’British force under the 
command of Colonel Baillie, The paintings wore parti- 
ally obliterated by Tippu during the last siogo of 
Seringapatam and wore in the first instance rostored 
by Colonel Wellesley himsolf.

It should 
be upheld as nearly as possible in that condition in 
which it was left by Colonel Wellesley ; and in which 
it stillis, The paintings on the walls to which I have 
alluded above should be restored if, as L am assured, 
their correct restoration can be effected by the aid of 
persons still living who remember them in their com- 
pleteness. In further aid of the main object now held 
ia view, the enclosures of the Daulat Bagh shall not 
be suffered to fall into decay. 


10, The Commissioner will be so good as to place 
this Minute upon his records and upon those of the 
office of the Superintendent, Ashtagram Division, wha 
will consider this building as at all times an object of 
his special attention, 


11. When the seperate department of Public 
Works shall have been organized in Mysore, Golonel 
Wellesley’s house in the Daulat Bagh at Seringapatam 
will from a separate head of accounts and a separate 
head in each annual report of the Chief Engineer. 


12,, By this means, I trust that the building with 
all its memories and associations may long be pre 
served for the contemplation and reverénce of genera: 
tions to come.
